(1) Vosotres  simbolizdis 
una VISION UNIFICADA. 
Salomoén escribié en uno de 
sus proverbioss “Donde no 
hay vision, perece el pueblo”, 
El cristiano verdadero, ha- 
biendo hallado a Cristo, estd 
deseoso de compartir esta ben- 
dicién con otros. Esto esté 
ejemplificado en la exnerien- 
cia de la mujer que, dejando 
su cadntaro junto al pozo, se 
did prisa en tr a la ciudad y 
rogo a otros que vinicran a 
encontrarse con el Cristo, con 
quien ella habia hablado. 

Un arroyo corriente se pu- 
rifica asi mismo. Un pozo es- 
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tancado exhala olor pestilente 
porque no tiene salida. Uno 
debe dar para recibir. La me- 
lancolia vuelve los ojos hacia 
el interior y es una enferme- 
dad temible, tanto para el in- 
dividuo como para la Iglesia. 
Jesus procuré constantemen- 
te que sus discipulos volvie- 
ran la vista hacia el exterior. 
El les dijo: “‘Alzad vuestros 
ojos, y mirad las regiones; 
porque ya estan blancas para 
la siega.” 

Este edificio se levanta co- 
mo un monumento que habla 
de la certeza y claridad de 
vuestra vision. E's un faro pa- 
ra Puerto Rico, una estacién 
de salvamento espiritual en 
San Juan. Indica que voso- 
tros estdis interesados en el 
bienestar de otros. Una de las 
cosas que nos impresiono fa- 
vorablemente en la oficina de 
Wichita hace doce anos, cuan- 
do las Iglesias de los Defenso- 
res empezaron a establecerse 
en Puerto Rico, fué que una 
congregacién levantéd una o- 
frenda para ayudar la obra 
misionera en Africa Occiden- 
tal. 

(2) Vosotros simbolizdis 
una ACTITUD CONSTRUC- 
TIVA en el servicio cristiano. 
Cada pensamiento, palabra y 
obra nace de una de dos acti- 
tudes. O es negativo o es posi- 
tivo. Mucha gente ve la vida 
al través de ojos negativos. 
ijDestruyen en vez de cons- 
truir!. La congergacion de 
San Juan, como todas las 
otras en la Isla, ha probado 
estar compuesta de un grupo 
de edificadores. 

Nehemias hallé los muros 
de Jerusalém destruidos. Vos- 
otros tenéis el mismo espiritu 
que hizo a este hombre del An- 
tiguo Testamento decir a los 
que lo rodeaban: “Levantémo- 
nos y edifiquemos.” Tan pron- 
to hizo este propdsito, empe- 
zaron los enemigos del pro- 
grama de Dios a burlarse. Di- 
jeron que los muros erigidos 
por él serian derribados has- 
ta por una zorra. 

No pudiendo detener a Ne- 
hemias con el ridiculo, los obs- 
truccionistas se encolerizaron 
y lanzaron sobre él un torren- 
te de escarnio. Finalmente, di- 


ce la historia, que ellos forma- 
ron una conspiracion para des- 
truirlo. Entonces algunos de 
sus ayudadores perdieron el 
dnimo. Pero el Profeta per- 
manecio fiel a la tarea de 
construir los muros. La obra 
progresaba mds y mds. Y 
mientras mas altos subian los 
muros, Mas pequenos parecian 
los enemigos en el suelo. Ne- 
hemias siguié su tarea. El re- 
huso ser desviado. Finalmen- 
te, los destructores lo invita- 
ron a descender donde esta- 
ban ellos para pelear. El sim- 
plemente respondio:. “Yo ha- 
go una grande obra, y no pue- 
do descender.” 

En este dia de apertura de 
la nueva Iglesia de San Juan, 
yo desearia dejar, como lema 
en vuestros corazones, las pa- 
labras de Nehemias: “Yo ha- 
go una grande obra, y no pue- 
do descender.” 

(3) Vosotros simbolizdis el 
principio de LIDERATO NA- 
TIVO. El Movimiento de los 
Defensores se ha guiado siem- 
pre por el pensamiento de que 
los cristianos nativos prepara- 
dos, estan mejor cualificados 
para traer a sus compatrio- 
tas a Cristo que los extranje- 
ros. Vosotros habldis el idioma 
conocéis las costumbres, los 
problemas, los gustos y aver- 
siones de vuestros conciudada- 
nos. Hay por supuesto, cir- 
cunstancias atenuantes en la 
materia de delegar responsa- 
bilidad, pero como regla ge- 
neral, los nativos deben ser 
alentados para asumir todo el 
liderato que puedan desempe- 
nar consistentemente. 

Nosotros deseamos coope- 
rar. Se necesita algun grado 
de ayuda econémica en el es- 
tablecimiento de la causa de 
Cristo en el Campo Misione- 
ro. Sentimos alegria al ofre- 
cer nuestros auspicios para 
la obra. Podemos, de tiempo 
en tiempo, hacer indicaciones 
constructivas. Nos place daros 
a conocer métodos de evange- 
lismo que han dado buenos re- 
sultados en la conquista de los 
perdides en otras partes del 
mundo. 

Consideramos un privilegio 
cooperar con vosotros. Alegre- 
mente unimos nuestras ora- 


ciones a las vuestras. Pero 
confiamos en que el Espiritu 
Santo, guiard en la adaptacion 
del mensaje del Evangelio, a 
las particulares necesidades 
de vuestra parte del mundo... 
..Hoy estamos dedicando una 
gran Iglesia Misionera Nati- 
va. Los anos de trabajo que 
precedieron a esta hora, y la 
manera en que habéis asumi- 
do vuestra responsabilidad, 
son un testimonio de la efec- 
tividad de la direecion nativa 
en la promocion del progra- 
ma que es tan precioso al co- 
razén de nuestro Senor y 
Maestro. 

(4) Vosotros simbolizdis la 
FIDELIDAD A LA FE. ;Vos- 
otros sabéis lo que creéts y por 
qué! Siendo Defensores de la 
Fe, sois leales a los grandes 
fundamentos del cristianismo 
evangélico historico. Mera 
formalidad, ritualismo, cere- 
monia, y observancias exter- 
nas, no satisfacen los anhelos 
mas profundos del corazon 
humano que clama por Dios. 
No sois esclavos de un siste- 
ma eclesidstico. Sois partieci- 
pantes de vida eterna por me- 
dio de una relacién viva con 
el que dijo: “Yo soy la Vid, 
vosotros los pampamos.” 

Como Defensores, vosotros 
y yo creemos en la inspira- 
cién sobrenatural de las Es- 
crituras. . . la caida del hom- 
bre, la realidad del pecado. . . 
la necesidad de un Salvador. . 
la deidad, pre-existencia, na- 
cimiento virgineo, resurrec- 
cién. ascencién, y segundo ad- 
venimiento de Jesucristo. . . 
la experiencia del nuevo naci- 
miento y el crecimiento subsi- 
guiente en la gracia hasta la 
madurez en Cristo. .. y la vi- 
da llena del Espiritu Santo. 
Las ordenanzas de la Ialesia, 
particularmente el bautismo 
y la comunion, nos son precio- 
sos como simbolos externos de 
experiencias internas. 

Estas son verdades eternas 
que crean una base duradera 
para la comunioén entre los 
creyentes.

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yveciente, prediqué en la Igle- 
sia Hispana Misionera de los 
Defensores en New York. El 
Reverendo José Hernandez, 
un nativo de Puerto Rico que 
muchos de vosotros conocéis, 
es el Pastor de aquella cre- 
ciente, espléndida congrega- 
cion. 

A la terminacion del servi- 
cio, un cristiano Defensor de 
Puerto Rico, se me acerco. 
Sostuvimos una agradable 
conversacion y él me hablo de 
la admirable atmosfera espi- 
ritual que existe en nuestras 
Iglesias en la Isla.

Fué un 
proyecto hibrido, clandestino. Pero 
la gente de Akron sabia quienes 
eran los verdaderos instigadores. 

Los que venian para el servicio 
a la carpa eran empujados y tira- 
dos de un lado para otro. Muchos 
recibieron golpes en la frente y se 
les intimidaba para que no entra- 
sen. A muchos se les hizo imposi- 
ble pasar por entre las lineas. Los 
carros no podian pasar. A aquel, 
en que venia Dr. Winrod, no se le 
permitié pasar y tuvo que dar una 
Vue'ta muy grande y entrar a la 
carpa por la parte trusera. A mu- 
chos anclanos y a seiioras se ics 
obligé a “pasar por banquetas”. 

Lievaban estandartes con dichos 
escandalosos y calumniosos acerca 
del Dr., Winrod. La causa de Cristo 
fué viciosamente asaltada y acusa- 
da de tener el “apoyo de los capi- 
talistas”. 

Vino el viernes. . . y habia una 
tension grande. Muchos guapos se 
jactaban de lo que iban a hacer. 

Esfuerzos inconcebibles se esta- 
ban haciendo para incitar el histe- 
rismo de la multitud. Se lanzaban 
las mentiras por doquiera, tan li- 
hremente como la atmoésfers que 
respiramos.

Aunque la persecucién afect6 la 
asistencia el jueves por la noche el 
Dr. Winrod predicé con entera li- 
bertad.

El viernes, la oposicién eché a 
la calle miles de hojas sueltas, en 
los portones de todas las factorias, 
haciendo un lIlamamiento a _ todos 
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los obreros, hombres y mujeres, 
para ir a las 7:00 en punto, aquella 
noche, a formar piquetes alrededor 
de la carpa. Siniestros murmullos 
de violencia, se oian en todas par- 
tes. 

Los que auspiciaban los servicios 
apelaron al Jefe de la Poiicia, quien 
manifest6 un espiritu antagonisti- 
co con respecto a los servicios. Re- 
huso darles aun la mas minima 
proteccion. Por lo tanto, se Hamé 
a un abogado para presentar une 
protesta legal contra el Departa- 
mento de la policia, notiticando e@ 
Jefe que los Pastores y laicos es- 
taban dispuestos a apelar al Gober- 
nador del Estado y solicitar las tro 
pas. 

Por la tarde, uno de los proble- 
mas mas serios que tuvimos en 
consideracion fué, como hacer pa- 
sar al Dr. Winrod a través de la 
linea de piquetes y al pu'pito. En- 
tre tanto, hicimos una Ilamada a 
las oficinas de los Defersores pi- 
diendo oracién, y en todas partes 
de Akron, muchos cristianos estu- 
vieror eobre sus rodillas gran par- 
te del dia. 

Estaba todo claro. Era una lu- 
cha entre las fuerzas de Cristo y 
las del Anticristo.

El texto 
de este informe a_ nuestros 
amigos americanos, como lo 
escribié el Dr. Winrod es el 
siguiente :) 

“La Bella Puerto Rico, la joya 
del Caribe, fué llamada por los es- 
pajioles, ‘La Isla Encantada”. Ri- 
ca en bendicién espanola, la Isla 
esta situada a mitad del trayecto 
entre Florida y Trinidad. No hay 
ningun sitio en el mundo mas lu- 
joso que éste en belleza natural. 

Montanas elevadas estan perpe- 
tuamente cubiertas de un manto 
verde primaveral. Los canaverales 
crecen florecientes en amplias lIla- 
nuras como aves de plumaje en to- 
do su esplendor. Mareas azules, 
besadas por blancos gorros, gentil- 
mente bafian las numerosas playas, 
dejandolas nitidas, limpias y blan- 
cas. Sobre todo esto, alumbra un 
sol tropical eternamente brillante. 

Puerto Rico es la tnica tierra, 
bajo las franjas y las estrellas, so- 
bre la cual Colén pusiera su pie. 
Visité esta isla en su segundo via- 


Nuevo Mundo—anclando en 
el sitio ahora conocido por Agua- 
dilla, el 19 de noviembre de 1943. 
Ponce de Leén fué nombrado por 
Espana su primer gobernador. Dc 
todas las fortificaciones fabrica- 
das por los conquistadores, ningu- 
na iguala a El Morro en su interés 
historico. Situado en la puerta 
oriental de la Isla, fué la fortaleza 
mas formidable levantada por el 
Imperio Colonial Espanol. Fué bom 
bardeada con éxito por la flota 
Americana en la manana del 12 de 
mayo de 1898, durante la guerra 
hispanoamericana. Los espafoles 
sdlo hicieron una resistencia sim- 
bdlica y la isla prontamente vino 
a ser una posesion de los Estados 
Unidos. Libertades civiles fueron 
prontamente otorgadas, incluyendo 
el derecho de adorar a Dios de a- 
cuerdo con los dictados de la con- 
ferencia, y Puerto Rico vino a ser 
un campo importante para el tra- 
bajo de Las Misiones Extranjeras. 

Es una paradoja, notada por to- 
dos los recién llegados a la isla, 
que tan gran sufrimiento fisico 
pueda existir en la presencia de tan 
excelsa belleza natural. El contras- 
te habla elocuentemente y simboli- 
za los problemas religiosos, econ6- 
micos y politicos en esta parte del 
mundo que demandan pronta solu- 
cién. Cuando uno deja la bulliciosa 
zona Metropolitana de San Juan y 
viaja hacia el interior, es como si 
nos moviésemos de un mundo a 
otro. El sufrimiento de grandes 
masas humanas en esta isla es in- 
descriptible. Dificilmente puede uno 
comprender la realidad de que tal

Ayer, 31 de enero de 1946, fué 
un dia de importancia hist6rica en 
la obra Misionera.

TS IT not yet a very little while, and

Commentators bracket the predicted 
' events of Isaiah, chapter 29, with the 
_, period designated as the end-time of the 
| age in which we live. It is significant 
- that the spotlight of inspiration should be 
_ placed upon the mountains of Lebanon 
as a special “sign of the times.” 


: The Jamieson, Fausset & Brown Com- 
' mentary regards the “turning of things 
- upside down” of Isaiah 29:16, as refer- 
' ring to the destruction of nations and the 


' outbreak of violent revolutions. But these \ 


_ tragic developments are, according to 
this authority, to be accompanied with 
“the outpouring of the Spirit in the latter 
days.” The region of Lebanon is to be 
something of a spiritual barometer to 
these events. 


Be that as it may, Lebanon is today 
being “turned into a fruitful field”—A 
_ FRUITFUL FOREIGN MISSION FIELD. 


For 22 years, a most interesting and 
remarkable man of God has labored in 
that part of the world, as a faithful and 
energetic Missionary of the Cross. After 
these decades of planting golden grain, 
he is now beginning to garner the crop. 
The name of this man is Reverend M. 
Lawrence Ryan. He says: “I am 77 years 
old, but still quite strong and active, 
mentally and physically.” 

Mr. Ryan, who resides in Mount 
Lebanon, is well known to Readers of 
the Defender Magazine, for the numer- 
ous articles from his pen appearing in 
its columns back over a period of years. 
He is headmaster of three schools where 
young people of Arabic and other ra- 


cial extractions are being trained in the’ 


truths of the Gospel . .. and this is only 
one segment of the labors which God 
has entrusted to his care and guidance. 


After due thought and prayer, it was 
recently decided that this vital ministry 
should be brought into the orbit of the 
Defenders Movement—the war situation 
having disrupted, and in some instances 
destroyed, the organizations and sources 
of support which Mr. Ryan enjoyed in 
the early years of his work on the field. 


He and his’ workers have become vir- 





tually impoverished during the last few 
years. But, no matter the sacrifices, they 
have remained steadfast in their service, 
never wavering where matters of faith 
were involved. He says: “We have been 
often ‘pressed above measure!’ No doubt 
this helped to strengthen faith. We car- 
ried on the work with tighter belts and 
stronger resolutions.” 


He continues: "Yes, it is true, we have 
been humbled and made to suffer be- 
cause of the present conflict. From 300 


to 700 per cent advance in the cost of 
living (and in some cases even more) in 
both staples and commodities, including 
many things essential to life: the slim- 
ness of rationing and vitamin deficiency 
—and other contributing factors, such as 
loss of contact with shifting interests in 
the homeland, have combined to render 
our task increasingly difficult.” 


Then early this year, after an extend- 
ed period of negotiations, he wrote the

He is referring to the fact that after 
months of praying and planning—defi- 
nite arrangements have been made to 
establish a DEFENDERS THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY on the Island of Puerto Rico, 
in the city of San Juan.

THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. 

We now have 75 strong Churches, 
organized Congregations, in Puerto Rico. 
This is a remarkable achievement, vin- 
dicating the hand of God upon the under- 
taking. Everyone of these centers is a 
vigorous soul-winning station. 

Dr. F. W. Stengel, one of the most dis- 
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tinguished Christian educators of our 
generation, made a trip to Puerto Rico 
last February, in the interest of the 
Seminary undertaking. His efforts were 
entirely successful. He accomplished 
all and more than was expected. Work- 
ing with native Defender Preachers and 
Laymen, he did the groundwork, essen- 
tial to establishing the new institution of 
learning. 


“The primary object of my mission 
was, of course, to be helpful in the found- 
ing of a school for the education and 
preparation for the ministry,” says Dr. 
Stengel in the official report of his depu- 
tational tour. 


He continues: “The high devotion and 
the flaming zeal of the converts for the 
spread of Gospel and the evangeliza- 
tion of their fellows, has been a potent 
factor in the phenominal growth and 
spread of the Defenders Movement in 
Puerto Rico. But, it had become evident 
to Dr. Winrod and his co-workers in the 
field, that to knowledge and specific 
preparation for the work must be added 
to zeal and devotion, if the Movement is 
to go forward and become a stable and 
permanent factor in the uplift of Span- 
ish people.” 

Dr. Stengel tells of plunging into plans 
and conversations with native Defender 
Christian leaders immediately upon ar- 
riving at the Island via Clipper from 
Miami: 

“We lost no time in getting down to 


work on the plans outlined. The hotel 
fortunately was located within five min- 
utes walking distance from the old De- 
fenders Church, where at the time its 
offices were located and where our con- 
ferences took place. 


“From the very start it was evident 
that all the workers were deeply inter- 
ested in the plans presented to them and 
were keen to have them put into opera- 
tion at the earliest possible moment. 


“I had expected that many objections 
might be raised, certainly that not a few 
revisions might have to be made and 
even that some parts of the proposed 
procedure might have to be set aside al- 
together. It was an agreeable surprise 
to find that no objections were forthcom- 
ing and that all insisted that every fea- 
ture proposed be retained. This agree- 
ment was not due to lack of intelligent 
understanding nor to deference to the 
visitor's view point. All took deep in- 
terest and discussed what was present- 
ed thoroughly.” 

As President of Linden Hall college 
and academy, Dr. Stengel is an exceed- 
ingly busy man. We were most for- 
tunate in securing his services. Some- 
one has said: “If you wish a job done 
well, find a busy man to do it.” The 
future will disclose the great service Dr. 
Stengel has rendered the cause of For- 
eign Missions by his generous and un- 
selfish exertions.

lens word Lebanon means “white from 
snow on its peaks.” It is the largest 
and best known Syrian mountain range, 
forming the northern boundary of Pale- 
stine. It is really a branch running south- 
ward from the Caucasus, and at its low- 
er end forking into two parallel ranges 
—the eastern, or Anti-Lebanon range, 
and the western or Lebanon proper. 


The extreme length of the Lebanon 
range is 110 miles, and the average 
breadth at its base is about 20 miles. 
its average height is from six to ten 
thousand feet. Jebel, the highest peak, 
is 10,200 feet high. 


The highest peaks of the Lebanon 
mountains are covered with perpetual 
ice and snow. In these rugged recesses 
wild beasts exist, as in ancient times: 
“Rnd there passed by a wild beast that 
was in Lebanon.” II Kings 14:9. 


Lebanon is remarkable for the gran- 
deur and beauty of its scenery, and often 
supplied the sacred writers with exces- 
sive similes: “The trees of the Lord are 
full of sap: the cedars of Lebanon, which 
he hath planted: Where the birds make 
their nests: as for the stork, the fir trees 
are her house. The high hills are a 
refuge for the wild goats; and the rocks 
for conies.” Psalms 104:16-18. 


In olden times Lebanon was famous 
for its cedars: “The voice of the Lord 
breaketh the cedars; yea, the Lord break- 
eth the cedars of Lebanon.” Psalms 29:5. 
Also wine: “They shall grow as the vine; 
the scent thereof shall be as the wine of 
Lebanon.” Hosea 14:7. And cool waters: 
“Will a man leave the snow of Lebanon 
which cometh from the rock of the field? 
or shall the cold flowing waters that 
come from another place be forsaken?” 
Jeremiah 18:14. 


The eastern, or Anti-Lebanon range, 
has its center at Mount Hermon—a 
series of peaks possessing rare beauty, 
and enjoying Scriptural fame. Hermon is 
visible from nearly every prominent 
point in Palestine. But it is when the 
tourist leaves the hills country of Sa- 
‘maria and enters the plain of Esdraelon 
that the highest peak appears in all its 
majesty, shooting up on the distant hori- 
zon behind the graceful rounded top of 
Tabor. 


Biblical scholarship is now generally

agreed that one of the southern peaks of 
Hermon was the place of our Lord’s 
Transfiguration. Kitto says: “There can 
be no doubt that one of the southern 
peaks of Hermon was the scene of the 
Transfiguration. Jesus traveled from 
Bethsaida, on the northwest shore of 
the Sea of Galilee, to the coasts of 
Caesarea Philippi: thence He led His 
disciples ‘into a high mountain apart, 
and was transfigured before them.’ Aft- 
erward, He returned, going toward Jeru- 
salem through Galilee. For many cen- 
turies a monkish tradition assigned this 
honor to Tabor, but it is now restored to 
its proper locality.” 


Lebanon is first mentioned in Deuter- 
onomy as a boundary line of special 
concern to Moses. To those who had 
lived in Egypt and sojourned through 
the wilderness, Lebanon must have 
seemed a Paradise. It was originally in- 
habited by a number of warlike tribes, 
some of whom Joshua conquered near 
Lake Merom. 


These people were believed by Pliny 
and Eusebius to have been of Phoenician 
stock. Farther north were the Hivites, the 
Giblites and Arkites. It was these racial 
groups who supplied Solomon with tim- 
ber from their forests—according to I 
Kings 5:9-11 and Ezekiel 27:9. Later, the 
King of Asyria felled Lebanon timbers to 
use in carrying forward his military pro- 
gram. 


MESSENGER Readers will now be

Lebanon is today inhabited largely by 
Maronites, Druses and Mohammedans. 
Tucked away among these lofty moun- 
tain ranges, is a dynamic Defenders’ 
Gospel center, where spiritual flames 
are sweeping over vast areas, moving 
toward a mighty conflagration of revival 
power. 


A special blessing is promised to 
Lebanon during the end-time of the pres- 
ent age, according to prophetical Scrip- 
ture.

Oh! America! Beautiful land, fine peo- 
ple, wonderful possibilities ... . but be 
it understood that nature has over-in- 
dulged Africa, in that everything grows 
spontaneously from its rich soil. For in- 
stance: I plant corn, rice, peanuts, sweet 
potatoes, and many kinds of vegetables. 
All I have to do.is make a row, or pul- 
verize the soil, and plant. The seeds 
grow quickly, and I soon harvest the 
crops. Cultivation, according to civilized 
methods, even increases production. 


Pardon this digression. I feel that Rev. 
Frank E. Thompson is due far more 
credit than I have given him. He came 
out to Liberia with his Mother and

have succeeded in life, it is due in great 
measure because I am always on time for everything I do.

When I went home one afternoon, 
I told my Mother the story—that Africa was still bowing down 
to wood and stone.

Immediately, I said: “Mother, if God will make me a man, I 
will go to my Grandfather’s country and teach my people 
about Jesus.”

[% May, 1898, I stepped down from the rostrum of Jackson 
College, diploma in hand, forty cents in my pocket, with a 
burning desire in my heart to carry the Gospel to Africa. 


We were at that time fighting Spain. A number of white 
soldiers were camping at Jackson. I went to the camp and 
cooked for “Company K.” There I earned my first money for 
Africa. I saved every precious coin, wasting nothing. I 





the latter one especially, because in my 
next article I shall have something important to say about it.) 

He, Rev. Thompson, returned to America and connected 
himself with a Mission in Passaic, New Jersey. This organi- 
zation was headed by a group of God’s dear children. They 
became very much interested in Rev. Thompson’s project in 
Liberia and arranged to receive donations from friends for 
helping him. In this way, the work grew. Two other brethren, 
Rev. E. A. Ayers'and Thomas Dingler, joined Rev. Thompson 
and made their way out here. 


On my arrival I found the men working at the two sta- 
tions mentioned above. I also joined the organization with 
headquarters at Passaic before leaving again for Africa late 
in 1902. 


None of the Missionaries received any stipulated salary. 
It was purely a matter of faith We were known as the “West 
Africa Gospel Band.” Of that number, all have gone to their 
rewards. Rev. Ayres was the las to go, after forty years of 
service. I alone remain, but the Gospel train moves on. I 
am now in my forty-third year of happy toil for the salvation 
of precious souls in Liberia, for whom Christ died. God is 
still at the helm and ALL IS WELL.

Cuba—moving his huge Gospel Tent 
from place to place. Whole communities 
have been regenerated by these exer- 
tions. Thousands have come forward at 
the close of sermons, expressing a de- 


sire to identify themselves with Christ- 


and accept Him as personal Saviour. 


The word “Tent” when pronounced, 
sounds like “T.N.T.“—a very powerful 
explosive. Mr. Pain and his co-workers 
are touching off great quantities of Gos- 
pel T. N.T. in their evangelistic crusade 
reaching into every part of the Island. 


Which reminds us of the statement of 
our Lord: “But ye shall receive POWER. 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and: ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” 


The English word “Power” is a trans- 
lation from the Greek, “Dunamis,” and 
compares favorably in meaning. with 
our term DYNAMITE. 


Ex- 
plosions of supernatural power are oc- 
curring in all places where Missionary 
Pain pitches his Gospel Tent. The pray- 
ers of MESSENGER Readers will con- 
tinue to follow him in these labors of 
love.

OME weeks, ago, Mr. Pain sent the 
following report to Wichita Head- 
quarters: ; 


“I was born in Cuba, the son of Mis- 
sionary parents. For years, I have been 
thinking of the town where I played as a 
boy ... and where the Lord gave me 
life when doctors said nothing could be 
done for me. I had been critically ill for 
six weeks with typhoid fever. The physi- 
cians told my father and mother that I 
could not live until morning. But God 
answered prayer and my life was re- 
stored for a purpose. 


“We have been praying a long time 
for this town, being desirous to go there 
for a Tent campaign. We knew many 
enemies of the Gospel were there. Final- 
ly. God spoke definitely to my heart, 
saying: ‘Now is the time for a revival 
at Jaruco. Take the Tent and go.’ 
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“Plans were made immediately and 
we arrived in Jaruco at 3:15 o'clock, 
Wednesday morning. Permission was se- 
cured to use a certain lot in the com- 
munity and we proceeded to erect the 
Tent. By 3 P. M., everything was ready 
for the opening service that night. 


“Then it was the enemies began to 
get busy. We noticed strange stirrings 
among those who hate Gospel evangel- 
ism. These people held a two hour con- 
ference with the owner of the lot. Soon 
the owner sent for me and I was told to 
remove the Tent immediately or be 
called into court. We prayed and went 
to see the officials of the town. 


“In the face of severe pressure from 
our enemies, the owner was compelled 
to abide by his earlier agreement and 
permit the Tent to remain. The opponents 
went all over town, bemeaning us with 
every evil thing they could think to say. 
This turned out to be good publicity.

“It rained torrents that night just be- 
fore service. Certainly the enemy of 
souls was working fast. We were unable 
to give out announcements of the serv. 
ice. Mrs. Pain, with a group of young 
ladies, always makes a house-to-house 
canvass of each town where the Tent 
is put up. This was unnecessary here, 
because the opponents had thoroughly

We are trusting God for one of the great. 
est revivals we have seen during thir. 
teen years of Tent work in Cuba. We 
have never witnessed such hunger for 
the Word of God.”

In no other Country do 
the Communists exercise such complete 
control over labor, or have at their dis- 
posal such excellent propaganda media 
as in Cuba. é 


RUSSIAN NEWS IS FREE 


This media includes a powerful radio 
station with the only international chan- 
nel assigned to the island, an excellent 
newspaper, daily direct cable service 
that furnishes news hot from the Moscow 
press free of charge: an organization 
which extends down into the smallest 
village of the island; publishing facilities 
for books, pamphlets, and other litera- 
ture: as well as training schools. 


Out in the exclusive Vedado resi- 
dential district is the luxurious Soviet 
legation, with 50 staff members, includ- 
ing a press attache. No other diplomatic 
representation in Cuba boasts such an 
official. Cuba had only a few Russian 
citizens when diplomatic relations were 
established with the Soviet Union in 
1942. At present, the Cuban foreigners 
registration bureau lists Poles, Lithuan- 
ians, Romanians, and many other citi- 
zens of the small countries bordering 
Russia, who have taken out Russian 


papers. 


The Soviet legation is doing a mag- 
nificent job of selling Communism to the 
Cubans. Its staff members are intelli- 
gent, hard working, and enthusiastic, 
and the scope of their activities is amaz- 
ing. No movement or organization is too 
small to receive attention.

DEFENDER CHRISTIANS ASSEMBLED 
AT SAN JUAN: 


Greetings! 


I greet you on this auspicious oc- 
casion in the Name that is above every 
name—the Name of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. 


Since it is impossible for me to be 
with you in person to share in the fes- 
tivities of the day, I have requested 
my friend, your Superintendent, Dr. J. F. 
Rodriguez to act as my proxy. He has 
consented to read this Message at an 
appropriate time during the dedication 
services. 


This day marks a milestone in the 


history of Spanish Missions. For the 
members of the Defenders Congregation 
at San Juan, it is a day of progress, a 
day of triumph. For the loyal Pastor 
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of the Church and his faithful wife, 
Reverend and Mrs. Julio Diaz, it is a day 
of joy and satisfaction. 


The events of this day will stamp 
themselves indelibly upon the memories 
of Bible-believing Christians throughout 
your part of the world. You have toiled 
and prayed, looking forward to the pres- 
ent hour, and now you are rewarded by 


seeing the fruit of your labors. 


The words of the Psalmist David find 
echo in every one of our hearts: “I was 
glad when they said unto me, Let us go 
into the house of the Lord.” 

This imposing edifice situated in the 
heart of San Juan, the capital city’ of the 
Island, is in the truest sense the house of 
the Lord. It is, by the very nature of 
this service, being set apart, dedicated, 
sanctified for the service of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Its portals and precincts are 
sacred to all of us. 


This holy place will become the per- 
manent Church-home of many who lis- 
ten to the reading of my Message. Young 
People, sons and daughters of Chris- 
tian parents, will take upon themselves 
the vows of marriage at these altars. 
Infants will be dedicated to Christ from 
this pulpit. Your friends, relatives and 
neighbors will bow here and embrace 
Jesus Christ as personal Saviour. Funeral 
services of saints who die in the Lord, 
will be conducted in this auditorium. 
Grand old hymns of the Faith will be 
sung by devout worshippers on both the 
rostrum and in the pews. The Gospel 
story of New Testament salvation will 
be proclaimed by good men, anointed 
men, from the sacred enclosures of this 
pulpit. 


Yes, in keeping with the thought ex- 
pressed in Psalms 122:1, the Defenders 
Church at San Juan is THE HOUSE OF 
THE LORD. 


This Congregation is both an aggrega- 
tion of believers . . . and a symbol. Col- 
lectively, you symbolize what can be 
accomplished when Christians are will- 
ing to work together in a spirit of har- 
mony and brotherly love. An old adage 
says: “In union there is strength.” 


(1) You. symbolize a UNIFIED VISION. 
Solomon wrote in one of his proverbs: 
“Where there is no vision, the people 
perish.” The true Christian, having found 
Christ, is eager to share the blessing 
with others. This is exemplified in the 
experience of the woman at the well 
who dropped her waterpot, hurried into 
the city and entreated others to come 
and meet the Christ with Whom she 
had talked. aun, 





A running stream purifies itself. A 
stagnant pool is odorous because it has 
no outlet. One must give in order to 
receive. Melancholia turns the eyes in- 
ward and is a dread disease to both the 
individual and the Church. Jesus sought 
constantly to turn the eyes of His dis- 
ciples outward. He said: “Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields: for they are 
white already to harvest.” 


This building stands as a monument, 
testifying to the certainty and clarity of 
your vision. It is a beacon light to 
Puerto Rico, a soul-saving station in San 
Juan. It shows that you are interested 
in the welfare of others. One of the 
things that impressed us favorably at 
Wichita Headquarters a dozen years 
ago, when Defender Churches were first 
beginning to be established on the 
Island, was the fact of a certain Congre- 
gation taking up an offering to help with 
Missionary work out in West Africa. 


(2) You symbolize a CONSTRUCTIVE 
ATTITUDE in Christian service. Every 
thought, word and deed originates with 
one of two attitudes. It is either nega- 
tive or postiive. Too many people see 
life through negative eyes. They tear 
down instead of building up! The San 
Juan Congregation like all Defender 
branches throughout the Island, has 
shown itself to be composed of a group 
of BUILDERS 


Nehemiah found that the walls of 
Jerusalem were destroyed. We see in 
you the same spirit that caused this Old 
Testament character to shout to those 
near him, “Let us rise up and build.” 
No sooner had he made this proposal 
than enemies of God’s program began 
to sneer. They said if such a wall as he 
proposed to build was erected, even a 
fox would be able to run through it. 


Failing to deter Nehemiah by ridi- 
cule, the destructionists became angry 
and heaped upon him a torrent of abuse. 
Next, the record says, they formed a 
conspiracy to destroy him. Then some 
of his own people became discouraged. 
But the prophet remained faithful to the 
task of building the wall. 


The wall rose higher and higher. The 
higher it grew, the smaller the enemies 
appeared to be, down on the ground. 
Nehemiah went ahead with his job. He 
refused to be sidetracked. Finally the 
destroyers shouted up, daring him to 
come down to their level and fight. He 
simply answered: “I am doing a great 
work, so that I cannot come down.”

Juan Church, I would like to leave these 
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words with you as a motto: “I am doing 
a great work, so that I cannot come 
down.” 


(3) You symbolize the principle of 
NATIVE LEADERSHIP. The Defenders 
Movement has always been guided by 
the thought that trained native Christians 
are better qualified to win their own peo- 
ple to Christ, than foreigners. You know 
the language, customs, problems, likes 
and dislikes of your fellowmen. There 
are of course extenuating circumstances 
to the matter of delegating responsibility, 
but as a general rule, natives should be 
encouraged to assume all the leader- 
ship they can consistently carry. 


We want to be helpful. Some degree 
of financial assistance is necessary in 
establishing Christ’s Cause in Mission- 
ary areas. We are glad to provide an 
auspices under which to work. We can 
from time to time make constructive 
suggestions. We are happy to ac- 
quaint you with methods of evangelism 
that have stood the test for winning the 
lost in their parts of the world. 


We count it a privilege to cooperate 
with you. We gladly unite our prayers 
with your prayers. But we have confi- 
dence that the Holy Spirit will guide in 
adapting the Gospel message to the 
particular needs in your part of the 
world. 


Today we are dedicating a great na- 
tive Missionary Church. The years of 
toil leading up to this hour, and the man- 
ner in which you have assumed respon- 
sibility, provide a testimony to the ef- 
fectiveness of native leadership in pro- 
moting the program so precious to the 
heart of our Lord and Master. 


(4) You symbolize the fact of FIDELITY 
TO THE FAITH. You know what you 
believe and why! Being Defenders of 
the Faith, you are loyal to the great fun- 
damentals of historical and evangelical 
Christianity. Mere formality, ritualism, 
ceremony and external observances do 
not satisfy the deep cravings of the hu- 
man heart for God. You are not slaves 
to an ecclesiastical system. You are 
partakers of eternal life through a living 
relationship with Him Who said: “I am 
the vine, ye are the branches.” 


As Defenders, you and I believe in 
supernatural inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures ... the fall of man and the fact of 
sin... the necessity of a Saviour... 
the deity, pre-existence, virgin birth, 
resurrection, ascension and second com- 
ing of Jesus Christ ... the experience of 
the new birth and subsequent growth in 





grace to maturity in Christ . . . and the 
Spirit-filled life. The ordinances of the 
Church, particularly water baptism and 
the communion table are precious to us, 
as outward symbols of inward experi- 
ences. 


These are eternal verities that create 
a durable basis for fellowship among 
believers. The finest fraternal feelings 
known to mankind exist between mem- 
bers of the body of Christ.

N A _ recent Sunday evening I 
preached in our Spanish Defenders 
Missionary Church at New York City.

Some 
will engage in street preaching at town 
plazas, house-to-house Missionary visita- 
tion, colportage work and other lines of 
practical service while pursuing their 
studies. The PRACTICAL and _ the 
THEORETICAL will be combined—there- 
by preparing the converted, trained na- 
tive’ Preacher to become an effective 
soul-winner and _ successful Pastoral 
Church organizer in the Vineyard of the 
Lord. 


This article is designed simply as the 
opening announcement of a great for- 
ward move.

The Challenge In latin America

. AFT traveling around the world in 

the interests of Christian Missions, I 
have reached certain definite conclu- 
sions in regard to the responsiveness of 
various nations to the Gospel Méssage. 
There is such a thing as a nation being 
ripe for the Christian harvest. Jesus said, 
“Look unto the fields for they are ripe 
already unto harvest.” 


Some peoples of the world are not 
what we could consider ready to har- 
vest, although they are of course in need 
of evangelism. The Moslem world would 
hardly be called ripe for Christianity. 
The Buddhist world could scarcely be 
considered ready to accept the Chris- 
tian Message. Latin America represents 
the most accessible and approachable 
field in the world today, for Missionary 
enterprise. 


The reasons are obvious. The growing 
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feeling of “good neighborism” between 
the Americas has developed an attitude 
of respect in the hearts of Latin peoples 
for Protestant America. Many of the old 
prejudices have disappeared. The chasm 
of misunderstanding which once sepa- 
rated us has been burnt away, in large 
measure, by the fires of war. 


The Latins are concluding that re- 
ligious systems existing there have not 
given the people a living faith, and at 
the same time failed to create better 
living conditions. They have tired of liv- 
ing under the goad of burdensome re- 
ligious assessments, receiving no spir- 
itual guidance in return. The supersti- 
tions and pageantry of the State Church

has lost its appeal. Just as the common 
people in the time of Jesus’ ministry 
were burdened with forms, rituals and 
ceremony, so the masses in Latin coun- 
tries are thirsting for the true Gospel with 
the emphasis on a heart experience 
rather than the color and ritualism of 
religious observances. 


Ti 2 above remarks are not the result 
of theory, but actual experience in Latin 
countries and especially the West Indies. 
I have ministered to the people of China 
and received good responses. I have 
found many hungry people who were 
eager for the Christian Message, but I 
have never seen a people so enthusias- 
tic in their response to the Gospel of 
Christ as the Latin Americans. 


A HAPPY EXPERIENCE 


It was my privilege to visit Cuba not 
so long ago and witness at first hand 
the interest of the people of this great 
Island. I was amazed wherever I went, 
to observe the great crowds assembled 
in our evangelistic services and open-air 
meetings. The hunger in their hearts for 
Christ and quick response was more 
than challenging: it was astounding. 


One warm tropical evening we drove 
from Havana to Batabano, a journey of 
about thirty-five miles. This little village 
is a resort town on the shores of the Car- 
ribean. As is my custom I took my piano 
accordion, and Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Pain, my hosts, had their musical instru- 
ments. We started our service in the 
hotel veranda which was in the cenier of 
town. Before we had completed the first 
musical number, people had filled the 
porch and lobby and were crowding 
to the paint where the occasion threat- 
ened to be a stampede. 


The more we played, the larger the 
crowd became, until at length it seemed 
that surely the whole village had turned 
out to greet us. Mr. Pain welcomed the 
crowd in his customary, genial fashion 
and then introduced me. I sang a song 


“with the accordion, and they applauded 


for more. I, being used to the frigid, 
*~we've - heard-it-all-before-but-go-on” at- 
titude of American audiences, was de- 
lighted, and I think I strained my vocal 
cords trying to please them. : 


Then, Mr. Pain said that I would 
speak, and he would interpret. I gave 
them a simple Gospel Message directed 
to what I thought was their need. And, 
upon giving the invitation to accept 
Christ, I was surprised to see the entire 
audience raise its hands, signifying ac- 
ceptance. I repeated my _ invitation, 
thinking that they had misunderstood 
me. I said, “Now only those who have 
never accepted Christ as their Saviour. 
but who want to became a Christian to- 
night, raise your hands,” and, again all 
hands went up. 
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I was at a loss to know what to do 
with so many seekers, but we dealt with 
them as best we could. This was my 
first experience in seeing how accessible 

‘the Cuban people were to the Gospel of 
Christ, but that experience was repeated 
in practically every town we visited. 


In some instances, they would with 
pathos in their voices say, “You always 
go away! Why don’t you stay and tell 
us more? Pléase come back and preach 
to us more often!” 


THE CYCLE CHANGES 


The people of Latin America have not 
become hardened by greed and pros- 
perity like people farther north. They 
are sympathetic and romantic in tem- 
perament, always courteous and cordial. 


I had the honor of helping in the task 
of distributing a million Gospels of St. 
John printed in Spanish, ta the four mil- 
lion people of Cuba. Never were we 
treated rudely by the natives. Always 
they were appreciative and grateful for 
copies handed to them. Usually they 
would invite us into their homes for 
coffee or refreshments. Although humble 
and a bit timid, they always expressed 
thanks for the gift. 


If you want to see the difference be- 
tween Latins and North Americans in 
their attitude toward the Gospel, just 
start out with a handful of Testaments 
tomorrow and try to give them away. 
Doors will be slammed in your face... 
and insults will greet you at every turn. 
But, in Latin America there is a great 
joy in ministering to the people because 
they are hungry for the Gospel. 


In the days of Balboa, the explorer, 
people settled in the Latin countries who 
were interested in Gold, but the early 
settlers of North America were in search 
of God. But, now the cycle has 
changed. The North Americans are in-

terested in Gold, and the South Ameri- 
cans are searching for God. So, it is our 
responsibility to meet their challenge. 


With spiritual conditions at a low 
ebb in the United States, where we aver- 
aged $48.00 per capita for alcohol last 
year and only $1.26 for the work of the 
Church, it is possible that the “Candle- 





stick” (Witness), may be taken from our 
hands and given to the Latins who are 
responding to the Gospel appeal. God 
may be searching for another withess 
among the nations. Let us stop spend- 
ing all of our time and money on those 
who habitually repudiate the Christian 
Message. Let no one hear the Gospel 
twice, until everyone has heard it once. 




















Tithing, A Potential Blessing] 








mace lived during a time of great 

depression, There was a reason for 
the suffering of his nation. The people, 
by their sins, had violated the will and 
thwarted the purpose of God. 


The prophet spoke with courage. He 
admonished, rebuked and entreated. He 
pleaded with the people to return to 
paths of righteousness. Among other 
things he accused them of ROBBING 
GOD. 

“Will a man rob God?” he asks. 


Inspiration speaks through Malachi, 
whom the Lord calls, “my messenger,” 
and answers: 


Yes, you have robbed me in respect to 
tithes—the tenth of all the remainder, 
after the firstfruits are paid, belongs to 
the Levites for their support. 


The Levites were the custodians of 
spiritual values. They guided the re- 
ligious thought of the masses. They in- 
filtrated all the other tribes. It was 
divinely ordained that their needs be sup- 
plied from the tithes and offerings of the 
individual citizens. Instead of having 
their requirements met, they were re- 
duced to destitution during the days of 
Malachi. 


One writer paraphrases God’s words as 
follows: “As ye despoil me, so I despoil 
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you, as I threatened I would, if ye con- 
tinued to disregard me.” : 


In trying to defraud God, we only de- 
fraud ourselves. There is a sound prin- 
ciple in the old fable, about the eagle who 
robbed an altar, but set fire to her nest 
by a burning coal that adhered to the 
stolen flesh, Men who retain God’s money 
in their treasuries will find it a losing 
possession. No man ever lost by serving 
God with a whole heart ... nor gained 
by serving Him with a half heart! 


One may compromise with conscience 
for half the price, but he need not ask 
God to bless the bargain. And like 
Ananias and Sapphira, he will lose not 
only what he thought had been pur- 
chased so cheaply—but also the price 
paid for it. If we would have God 
“open” His treasury, we must open ours, 
Malachi’s nation was barren because of 
the parsimony of the people. 


“Will a man rob God? Yet ye have 
robbed me. But ye say, Wherein have 
we robbed thee? In tithes and offerings. 
YE ARE CURSED WITH A, CURSE: 
FOR YE HAVE ROBBED ME, EVEN 
THIS WHOLE NATION.” 


So much for the dark side. 
Now let us consider the bright side. 


“Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat in mine 
house, and PROVE ME NOW herewith, 
saith the Lord of hosts, if I will not open 
you the windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.” 


Prove me... Test me, whether I will 
keep my promise of blessing you, on con- 
dition that you do your part. I will 
POUR out a blessing—like emptying a 
vessel of its entire contents; no blessing 
being kept back. Opening the windows 
of heaven implies superabundance of ma- 
terial and spiritual prosperity. This is a 
promise of God. You can’t beat God at 
giving. 

There are natural laws in the natural 
world . . . and spiritual laws in the 
spiritual world. Assured results come

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from complying with natural laws. The 
same principle obtains on the spiritual 
plane. Yet, all laws, natural and spir- 
itual, originate from sources that baffle 
human understanding. 


Biology deals with the processes of 
life, but cannot explain its origin and 
nature. Sir Isaac Newton discovered the 
law of gravitation, but gravity remains 
a mystery. Astromony discusses the 
movement of heavenly bodies but has no 
explanation for the force that moves the 
movement. Giving and receiving is divine 
circulation. Just why and how personal 
‘prosperity accompanies the financial 
support of God’s program in the world, 
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remains a mystery. But it is a law... 


and it works. 


One evening, some years ago, I was 
asked to take up an offering at an evan- 
gelistic service in a Middle State. While 
making the appeal, I spoke at some 
length on the subject of tithing. I told 
the members of the congregation that if 
they would contribute willingly, unself- 
ishly, and worshipfully ... that they 
would be blessed, not only spiritually, but 
materially. Then I quoted Malachi 3:10. 
I challenged those present to test the 
validity of God’s promise. 


At that moment a man turned to his 
wife and said: “Let’s try it. Suppose we 
start tonight, tithing our income.” She 
agreed. Having received light on the sub- 
ject, they turned their backs on the past 
and faced the future with a firm resolve 
to systematically set aside one tenth of 





their income, for the support of the Gos- 
pel. 


About six months later, I received a 
letter from them which said they were at 
that time more prosperous than ever be- 
fore in their married life . . . that the 
nine-tenths of their income was going 
further than ten-tenths had gone in the 
past ... that the nine-tenths was larger 
than the ten-tenths previously had been 

. that they were more spiritually- 
minded than before and really enjoyed 
their religious exertions . . . that they 
were for the first time prospering in 
both spiritual and material matters. 


Enclosed with the letter was a check in 
amount of $72.00 designated for one of 
our foreign Mission fields. “From a 
source entirely unexpected to us, we to- 
day received $720.00,” the letter ex- 
plained. “We did not know this money 
was in existence for us. The Lord sent it. 
We hasten to send you the tithe of 
$72.00, to help with the Defenders Mis- 
sionary program.” 


Here was a family that put God’s 
promises to the test . . and THEY 
STOOD THE TEST.

The two African young people por- 
trayed herewith, were brought to Dr. H. 
H. Jones, Negro Medical Missionary of 
Liberia, when they were infants. They 
have grown up in the Christian atmos- 
phere of Klay County Industrial Mis- 
sion, and promise to become useful 
servants of Christ for spreading the light 
of Gospel truth among their own people 
in years to come. 


When unwanted babes are brought to 
the Mission, Dr. Jones has a nice way of 
speaking about them as coming in their 
“naked glory.” Accordingly, in his de- 
scription of these two native Africans, 
who were born into this life amid abject 
heathen surroundings, he says: “I am 
enclosing with this report, photos of two 
children whom we took from NAKED 
GLORY. The girl, Nellie Wonger, has 
been under my training for sixteen 
years. The boy, Jacob Konah, has been 
in my hands seventeen years.” 


Dr. Jones believes that converted Afri- 
cans should be educated in a Christian 
atmosphere, taught trades, told how to 
work with their hands, engage in honest 
toil, appreciate the dignity of labor, and 
appropriate the advantages of civiliza- 








tion for becoming self-supporting citi- 
zens. “God wants Africans to go to 
work,” he says. The Klay County Indus- 
trial Mission has operated according to 
this plan for more than thirty years. 


Referring to these two particular 
young people—trophies of God's Grace, 
Dr. Jones explains: 


“Nellie is now in the ninth grade. She 
is a dear child of God. I do hope the way 
can be prepared for her to go to college 
in America. She is worthy and can be 
developed into a first-rate teacher. 


“Jacob is a fine boy and will finish our 
local school this year. He is deserving 
of further help. I would like to see him 
given an opportunity to take up survey- 
ing and electricity. The hope of the fu- 
ture of West Africa rests with native 
Christian leadership such as boys like 
Jacob, grown to manhood, will be cap- 
able of giving.” 


Dr. Jones can scarcely find words to 
express appreciation for the assistance 
received so far, this year, through offer- 
ings provided by Readers of the MES- 
SENGER. Wichita Headquarters finds it 
possible to send him a modest allow- 
ance check, the first day of each month. 
This man is, in the truest sense, a Defen- 
der of the Faith.

Missionary Church In New York 





Bpecause of prevailing economic con- 

ditions, many Puerto Ricans leave 
their Island home in the West Indies and 
come to the continental United States 
searching for greater opportunities. Few 
get further than New York City. It is esti- 
mated that there are no less than 200,000 
of these people in the great metropolis 
at the present time. These Spanish- 
speaking masses bring with them their 
native customs, ideas and problems. 
Only a small per cent have any knowl- 
edge whatever of the Bible and the 
power of the Christian Gospel. Thus, 
New York City has become, in a sense, 
a foreign Mission Field. 


But among those who have been 
transplanted to American shores dur- 
ing recent years, are small groups of 
Defender believers. Rev. and Mrs. Jose 
Hernandez, who were trained for Chris- 
tian work in our Church at Rio Piedras, 
Puerto Rico, came to the States about 
two years ago. Arriving in New York, 
they quickly contacted other Defenders 
and soon a small nucleus began to as- 
semble for regular worship—first in Mr. 
Hernandez’s home, then a small build- 





ing, and finally a larger building. 


Dr. and Mrs. Gerald B. Winrod were in 
New York City, Saturday May 5th. They 
visited the beautiful Defenders Church, 
situated in the Spanish section of the 
City. They talked with some of the 
leaders of the Congregation, including 
Mr. and Mrs. Hernandez. Then Dr. 
Winrod preached the Sunday evening 


; sermon, May 6th. 


“It seemed as though I had temporar- 
ily returned to Puerto Rico,” says Dr. 
Winrod. “I saw in the Congregation 
several Defender Christians, whom I had 
met on my three trips to the Island. The 
beaming light of their countenances, 
testified that they had retained the in- 
ward spiritual experience which came to 
them at the time of conversion, through 
our Missionary work, in years gone by, 
in the West Indies. 


“There was a fine spiritual atmosphere 
in the meeting. Only a small per cent 
of the audience could understand Eng- 
lish. I therefore spoke through an in- 
terpreter. Mrs. Hernandez interpreted for 
me. I would speak briefly in English. 





Then she would express the same 
thoughts in Spanish. Our son Gordon, 
now in the service, is stationed near 
New York. He had a week-end leave 
and was thereby able to be in the meet- 
ing. 


“This extraordinary Missionary 
Church is the product of our work in the 
West Indies. My heart is made tender 
as I look back to the minute that I 
crossed the threshhold of the lovely lit- 
tle building, while the song service was 
in progress. The Congregation was sing- 
ing Evangelistic songs and hymns in 
the Spanish language. Puerto Ricans 
love to sing. They pour their souls into 
Gospel song services. They have found 
Christ and consequently have something 
to sing about!”

heathen around you are awiully 
ignorant and wicked, stupidly indif- 
ferent and perverse, and you have set 
yourself down in their midst, in the hope 
that, through your efforts, they may be- 
come new creatures in Christ Jesus, 
saints of God and heirs of glory. Just 
now it seems to you a folly! You cannot 
convert them. You feel that you are 
laboring in vain and spending your 
strength for nought. 


Or perhaps it is Christian professors 
among whom you are ministering. They 
are fickle, false, unfaithful, cold, dead. 
You cannot rouse and renew them, and 
it seems useless to try! 


Or the workers with whom you are 
associated are unsatisfactory and inef- 
ficient, unkind perhaps, and unchris- 
tian in their conduct toward you. You 
cannot bring them up to the mark, you 
cannot even love them as you know 
you ought. 


Or the funds needed for your enter- 
prise fail; barrel and cruse are empty, 
and debt and difficulty confront you. 
You have no resources. You cannot 
carry on, much less extend your work. 
You must give it all up: you have no 
power—you are weak, weak, weak! 





It is painful to be made aware of 
weakness, but it is wholesome; it is 
needful. It is the only road to strength. 
OUR WEAKNESS IS THE SIGN-POST 
THAT POINTS US BACK FROM THE 
DANGEROUS PRECIPICES OF SELF- 
ESTEEM AND SELF-CONFIDENCE, INTO 
THE PATH OF DEPENDENCE ON GOD. 
It is the distressing symptom that drives 
the patient to the Great Physician. 


In the case of Paul, he attained an 
early recognition of the fact that through 
the abundant Grace ministered unto 
him in weaknesses, it would serve God, 
“Falling out unto the furtherance of the 
Gospel,” (Philippians 1:12) in ways 
which only the all-wise God could fully 
understand. Therefore he seized victory 
by glorying in sufferings, as you and I 
will, if we are faithful. Take comfort in 
the narrowness of the way and the fel- 
lowship of the Holy Ghost. 


Recognition of our limitations causes 
us to rely more completely upon the arm 
of the Heavenly Father. Our weakness 
thereby becomes the source of added 
strength. Hence Paul's further word re- 
garding the matter: “And he said unto 
me, My grace is sufficient for thee: for 
my strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness. Therefore I take pleasure in infirmi- 
ties, in reproaches, in necessities, in per- 
secutions, in distresses for Christ's sake: 
for when I am weak, then I aw strong.”

MAY we suggest, please, that you 

turn to the colored maps in the back 
of your Bible . . . and locate historical 
Mount Lebanon of Old Testament fame, 
just across the border from Mesopo- 
tamia? Then find the city of Aitat. The 
Holy Land Missionary Headquarters of 
the Defenders Movement is located 
there. Reverend M. L. Ryan is in charge. 


Armenians, Jews, Assyrians, Greeks 
and Druzes are having the Gospel 
preached to them in that part of the 
world—through our united labors for the 
Lord and Master. 


The Druzes are a mysterious, but most 
interesting sect. The Mission over which 
Mr. Ryan presides was established 75 
years ago by William G. Zaytoon (de- 
ceased), an educated Druze and an in- 
tensely earnest Christian Missionary. 
The building used as Defenders Head- 
quarters was built in 1878. Although 
completely blind, Mr. Zaytoon superin- 
tended erection of the 19-room structure, 
feeling of every stone placed by the 
masons in the wall. No building in any 
part of Lebanon is more substantially 
made than this one. Public meetings are 
held here, Bible classes conducted, Mis- 
sionary workers housed, Defender of- 
fices maintained, children taught, Sun- 
day services held, daily prayers offered. 


On July 30th, this year Mr. Ryan wrote 
the Wichita office as follows: “When 
conditions return to normal there is no 
reason why we cannot resume all 
branches of the work in full force with 
the addition of a good Bible School ac- 
commodating non-resident students.” 


Mr. Ryan’s labors have been known 
to us for many years. Articles from his 
pen have often appeared in The De- 
fender Magazine. But not until February 
10, 1945 did he become officially identi- 
fied with the Defenders Movement. Many 
mission fields have perished during the 
last few years, due to stringencies of 
war and other international complica- 
tions. At a time when he faced a crisis 
that threatened to permanently disable 
the whole Missionary project, we invited 
Mr. Ryan to fellowship with us in Gospel 
bonds—an invitation which he quickly 
accepted. 


Although the work in Lebanon repre- 
sents our youngest field, it is by no 
means an infant from the standpoint of 
history and achievement. Mr. Ryan's 
communications tell of a constant har- 
vest of souls. His most recent letter con- 
tains this typical report: ‘Within the last 
two days, two Greek families have ap- 
pealed most earnestly for admission into 
our circles of fellowship. I told them they 
could be admitted when assured that 
the Holy Spirit had done a definite work 
in their lives. I am to hold meetings in 
one of the Greek men’s home.” 








JONES OF AFRIGH 

















N January 4, 1933 . .. a man, black 

of skin, tall in stature, and pure of 
heart, boarded a steamer at the New 
York harbor. He had prayed and 
looked forward a long time for that day 
to come. 


Behind him were years of preparation 
for a Ministerial and Missionary career 
in a certain Bible Institute of New York

State. At last he was leaving the United 
States, going back to his native Li- 
beria. 


As he watched New York’s famous 
sky line fade in the distance, he turned 


.his face toward another shore line — 


composed of thatched huts, tall trees, 
jungle areas and wild forests inhabited 
by ferocious beasts and savage people. 
He was going home. His people were 
to hear the Gospel. 


He would live an exemplary life. He 
would work hard. He would go from 
tribe to tribe. He would give people, 
who had sat long in darkness, the Word 
of God translated into their own lan- 
guages and dialects. He would preach, 
and sing, and pray until great multi- 
tudes should hear of the Christ who died 
for them, and be saved. 


That man was Paul Nyecka Revere, 
the first Defenders Missionary to the Kru 
Tribes of Liberia, West Africa. Paul ar- 
rived at Monrovia, the Capital City of 
Liberia in February ... and plunged 
immediately into his task. All his life, 
he suffered a physical handicap having 
to do with sight, because it was a cus- 
tom of the tribe from which he came, to 
throw hot pepper in the eyes of male 
children at the moment of birth. They 
believed this would cause them to grow 
strong. Paul’s father had been a 
heathenish and cannibal witch-doctor. — 


Eleven years and four months, this 
“ebony prophet” labored .. . taking his 
departure through the portals of death 
June 28, 1944. As a monument to his 
faithfulness, he left thousands of precious 
souls won to Christ, a large Defenders 
congregation and Church building in 
Monrovia, an educational institution for 
African children, 18 native Churches es- 
tablished among the Kru Tribes, and 
ether worthy achievements. His work 
was made possible through the prayers 
and finencial contributions of Defender 
Christians here in the United States. 


Where Paul laid the torch down, 
others have picked it up. This is the 
Scriptural order of progression in Chris-

IHE first Defenders Church on the 

Island of Puerto Rico was established 
under the ministry of Dr. J. F. Rodriguez 
in the City of Guayama (pronounced 
“Y-uama”). 


Reverend J. R. Ubarri, a native Puerto 
Rican born of Spanish parents, has been 
for two years Pastor of this thriving con- 
gregation. He is also Superintendent of 
the Southern District of the Defenders 
Missionary Ministry in Puerto Rico. His 
responsibilities are great and problems 
» many. By the Grace of God and the 
anointing of the Holy Spirit, he is faith- 
fully upholding the traditions of the 
Movement and winning souls in sub- 
stantial numbers to our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. New congregations are be- 
ing organized in his District. 


In the month of August, 1931—more 
than 14 years ago, Dr. Winrod received 
a letter from Dr. Rodriguez which said in 
part: “I am thankful to our gracious Lord 
for your heart response to the cry of 
Puerto Rico. If the Defenders Movement 
launches a Missionary program in our 
country, as I sincerely hope, Christ's 
work will be furthered. Our aim is to 
encourage the establishment of self- 
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‘don accompanied him on the trip, a 


supporting Missionary 
throughout this country.” 

The years have confirmed the clarity | 
of the vision which the Lord, back in | 
the late twenties and early thirties, gave 
to Dr. Rodriguez. The Church at Guay- 
ama was taken as a model from which 
to pattern other worship centers in all 
parts of Puerto Rico. 


The above letter and line of thought 
developed therein, represents a segment 
in the plans then being made for Dr. 
Winrod to conduct a personal, Evangel- 
istic, Missionary preaching tour of the 
Island. Mrs. Winrod and their son Gor-

short time later. (Gordon, then a small 
boy, is today an officer in the Maritime 
service of his Country.) 


Both Dr. Winrod and Dr. Rodriguez 
are now older men. Their hearts are 
made happy by reminiscences, observ- 
ing the providential care exercised in 
connection with the program, stretching 
over a period of 14 busy, fruitful years. 


Obviously, the man who serves as 
Pastor of the Guayama Defenders 
Church must be well equipped, mentally 
as well as spiritually. He must be sin- 
cere and energetic, possessing capacity 
for hard work and the exercise of execu- 
tive ability. Mr. Ubarri is proving equal 
to the responsibilities entrusted to him. 
He is a man of great zeal, a forceful 
speaker and an excellent musician. In 
addition to his other duties, he has also 
become an instructor in the new 
Seminary—teaching Church history. 


The accomplishments of our work at 
Guayama, prove that groups of native 
believers CAN BE successfully organ- 
ized into self-governing congregations 
when properly advised and directed by 
sensible Missionary leadership. 


Pall OF CUBR 























HE average Christian of the United 
States does not realize that Cuba — 





a tropical Island so near our shores, 
offers one of the greatest Missionary 
challenges in the world today. 


Reverend Arthur W. Pain, a son of 
Quaker Missionary parents, has loved 
the Cuban people since earliest boy- 
hood. He grew up on the Island. But not 
until some 15 years ago, did he and his 
wife, dedicate themselves completely, 
whole-heartedly, unreservedly to pro- 
moting the Gospel in that part of the 
world. During these years, they have, 
under God, been able to write one of the 
most exciting and romantic chapters of 
Missionary history known in modern 
times. 


Cuba is approximately the size of 
Pennsylvania . . . with a population of 
three and one-half million. It is estimated 
that fifty per cent of the people have 
never heard the Gospel story. Mr. Pain 
constantly encounters people to whom 
the Bible is a new Book. Into this area 
of moral and spiritual darkness, he and 
his co-workers are carrying the white 
light of revealed truth. 


Communism has been strong for 
years in Cuba. This is particularly true 
of Havana and other thickly populated 
sections. Mr. Pain has suffered great 
persecution at the hands of red mobs 
and organizations. He has had the joy, 
however, of seeing some of the leaders 
won to Christ. 


Once they tried to bomb his evangel- 
istic tent but were foiled in the attempt. 
Another time, they set it on fire. They 
have repeatedly tried to break up his 
services. They nearly succeeded in a 
plot to kill his little daughter. On one oc- 
casion, during the midst of a sermon, 
pistol shots rang out from the semi-dark- 
ness and bullets whizzed all around him. 
He was forced to march 18 blocks 
through the streets of Havana, at the 
point of a pistol, on another occasion. 
But despite hardship and persecution, 
he has gone steadily ahead EXALTING 
CHRIST. 


This good man now preaches, every 
day in both the English and Spanish 
languages, through a chain of 10 radio 
stations . . . reaching into 29 different 
countries. Churches are being estab 
lished in both cities and interior points. 
A Bible Institute is operated for training 
and developing native leadership. God 
is blessing the work. 


In February 1936, following a visit to 
the Island, Dr. Winrod promised to bring 
the challenge of Cuban Missions before 
Defender Friends in the States. Since 
then, we have found it possible to send 
a Missionary offering to Mr. Pain every 
passing month, without a single inter- 
ruption. 














HERNANDEZ OF NEW YORE 





HE word “Go” in Mark 16:15 is not 

only directional . . . but also pro- 
gressive and imperative. Christ’s Church 
is meant to be a going concern! 


The command implies a _ forward 
movement, to move on and on, and 
onward. It also has a deeper meaning 
—namely, to KEEP IN MOTION. We are 
expected to know only one direction in 
Missionary service, and that is Forward. 


So, we know when our Lord told His 
disciples to, “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture,” that He meant for them to move 
Forward, and to Keep Moving. 


Messenger Readers are aware that 
the program of the Defenders Movement 
in Puerto Rico, is regarded by evangeli- 
cal Christian leaders as one of the fin- 
est pieces of Missionary work being 
done anywhere in the world. Everyone 
of our 75 Church congregations is a soul- 
winning center, a seed plot for a per- 
petual harvest of souls. 


Large numbers of Puerto Ricans mi- 
grate to the continental United States 
every year. They come seeking better 
living conditions and greater oppor- 
tunities for their children. Few get 
farther than the Atlantic seaboard. It is 
their custom to congregate in the Span- 
ish-speaking, highly congested sections 
of large eastern cities. More than 200,000 
Puerto Ricans now reside in New York 
City alone. 


Among those who come to these 
shores, from year to year, are many 
members of our Churches on the Island. 
It was under these circumstances that 
Reverend and Mrs. Jose Hernandez 
reached New York City several months 
ago. 


Upon arriving, they immediately con- 
tacted other Defender Christians from 
their native land . . . assembled them- 
selves together, and organized a Span- 


ish-speaking Church. From its incep- 
tion, God has been pleased to prosper 
the undertaking. 


At first, the group met in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hernandez. The premises 
soon became too small and it was nec- 
essary to move into larger quarters. 
Then later, another change was made 
into a better equipped building. A con- 
tinuous evangelistic program is in 
progress. 


Meetings are conducted every night, 
including Saturday. A Sunday School 
has been organized. Two preaching 
services are held on Sundays. Many 
people are finding Christ—not a few of 


whom are forlorn and forsaken folk, far 


from their native home, in strange sur- 
roundings to which they find it difficult 
to become oriented. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hernandez speak both 
English and Spanish. The Church is not 
yet self-supporting in a financial way. 











COTTRELL Ot WIChITA 














R. COTTRELL was converted 26 

years ago and immediately entered 
upon a life of active Christian service. 
In 1922 he accepted a call to help super- 
intend the City Rescue Mission of South 
Bend, Indiana. 


Four years later, he was chosen 
Superintendent of a similar organization 
in Youngstown, Ohio. There, he wielded 
a wide influence upon the civic and re- 
ligious life of the city. Supported by 
many of the most influential people of 
the community, he saw hundreds of 
“down-and-outers” won to Christ... 
homes made happy by fathers turning 
from paths of sin . . . bodies clothed and 
stomachs fed during years of hardship 
and depression after the collapse of the 
stock market in 1929. (He served 56,000 
free meals in winter of 1930.) 


Youngstown regarded him, in those 
days, as a Good Samaritan. Among the 
great religious crusades sponsored 


under his leadership, were two visits by 
the noted Evangelist, Billy Sunday. From 
Youngstown, his labors took him to New 
Castle, Pennsylvania . .. where he 
served for eleven years as Pastor of the 
Northside Community Church. 


Mr. Cottrell joined the staff of the 
Defenders organization in June of this 
year... and has since traveled, helping 
in Bible Conferences, holding public 
meetings devoted to emphasizing For- 
eign Missions, assisting at Wichita 
Headquarters in office matters directly 
associated with our Missionary program 
both at home and on the five fields. 


“I have always been a Missionary at 
heart.” says Mr. Cottrell. “Long ago, I 
caught the vision of carrying the mes- 
sage of redeeming love to the ‘regions 
beyond.’ Whether praying and giving 
at home, or serving on foreign fields, 
there is something that we can all do. I 
like to think of Messenger Readers as 
so many links, in a great nation-wide 
chain. No chain is stronger than its 
weakest link. So, let each and every- 
one of us do our part. 


“Through hard work, much prayer 
and some sacrifice, we will carry the 
Gospel to broader and more far-reach- 
ing frontiers. New trophies of Grace will 
be thereby won—and atfter all, the win- 
ning of precious souls to Christ is the 
biggest business in the world.” 


Mr. Cottrell’s duties include keeping 
reports from the field constantly before 
Messenger Readers . . . so that friends 
everywhere can properly channel their 
prayers in behalf of Defender soldiers 
of the Cross who are serving on the far- 
flung Missionary battlefields of the 
world.

A picture of Dr. Jones and a con- 
densed statement about his labors 
for Christ, in the fellowship of the De- 
fenders Movement, appears else- 
where in this magazine. The follow- 
ing article is a continuation of his 
life-story from the last Messenger. He 
first went to Liberia as a Medical 
Missionary 43 years ago. 











N 1905,. while at the Wooade Station, 
one morning an old gentleman came 
into my yard. I greeted him in his own 
dialect, but he replied in English. I was 
delighted and invited him in. He looked 
around the room and noticed a little boy 
sitting at the table, writing. 


The old man said: “Daddy (natives 
call all American men daddy), have you 
taught that boy to make paper talk?” 
What he meant was to inquire if I was 
teaching the lad how to write. I said 
“yes.” He asked: “Is that your son?” 
I told him: “No, he is a son of Africa.” 


Then he said to me: “I want you to 
come to my Section, and teach my chil- 
dren of your God and your country, for 
I know that the time is not far away 
when the white man will have roads 
through this country and I want my chil- 
dren to be able to face the conditions.” 
In my heart I said: “This man is not a 
heathen, but a prophet.” 


He said further that if I would come 
to his community, he would give me all 
the boys and girls I would want, for my 
mission school. I promised to visit him 
before returning to America. I asked 
where he lived and he replied, “Klay in 
the Kpo Section.” I had never before 
heard of Klay. After leaving he sent 
back for me twice, inquiring when I 
would come. 


During January 1907, I made my first 
visit to Klay town, the Capitol af Kpo. I 
was impressed by Kpo Section and its 
people, and promised when I returned 
from America, after completing my 
medical course, to come and live with 
them. When I was taking my leave of 
the old chief, he took my right hand in 
both of his and made me promise I 
would come back in 1908 and help his 
people. I gave my word. While he 
held my hand, I breathed a prayer. I 
told him I would return in 1908, God be- 
ing my helper. God heard my prayer 
and answered. 
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I made my way to America, visiting 
Chicago. God was with me. Two white 
doctors paid my first year’s tuition 
through Medical School. June 1908, I 
was talking with God about my promise 
to the old African Chief, when I received 
a letter from a man of whom I had never 
heard. He said in the letter that I 
should answer him by telegram, if I 
could be in New York on a certain date 

. and if I did not sail at once for 
Africa he would pay my fare back to 
Chicago. 


Well, to make a long story short, I 
answered immediately and went to New 
York. When I reached there this white 
man had bought my ticket to Monrovia, 
Liberia and gave me the largest sum of 
money I had ever had up to that time. 
I asked who told him about me, and he 
answered by saying, in substance, that 
it was none of my business. He had 
been a Professor at Howard University, 
and has long since gone to rest with 
God; yet I will never know who told 
him of my desire to go back to Africa 
in 1908. No, not until I too cross the 
bar. 


I made the trip, however, and when I 
reached Klay, found that old chief had 
died. But his sons were glad to see me 
and said: “We know now that you mean 
to keep your promise to our father.” I 
spent fifty-nine days on the African 
shores and ‘again left for America. On 
my arrival in New York, I reported to 
the good man who had made it possible 
for me to make the trip.

He gave me a twenty-dollar bill and 
suggested I return to Chicago and fin- 
ish my studies. I did so. June 1911, I 
completed my medical course, and went, 
to share my sorrows and joys in God's 
African service. 


In December 1912, I left New York 
equipped with medicines and surgical 
instruments, a little money, and the as- 
surance that the Lord was leading me. 
I arrived at Liberia in January 1913. I 
practiced medicine for three years 
among civilized people, received suf- 
ficient money to bring my wife from 
Los Angeles, and was married in 1913. 
I continued my practice among the 
civilized population until March 1915. 


While practicing, I was also preparing 
two large mud buildings and a frame 
house about forty miles in the jungles. 
During April 1915, Mrs. Jones and I left 
the civilized Section and took up our 
work in the wilds of Africa, at Klay. 


With our trust in God, we turned to 
the earth. This did not fail us, for ex- 
perience had taught me that mere words 
mean little to the Africans ... but being 
busy doing something, holds their inter- 
est. I remembered that Christ taught 
men, by doing things Himself. ..He said: 
“I work.” So Mrs. Jones and I set out 
to preach, by doing things to help make 
the the mission support itself. 


How did we proceed? By planting 
everything that would grow in this coun- 
try, which might be of profit— such as 
citrus fruits, oranges, grapefruits, limes, 
lemons, peanuts, sweet potatoes, corn 
and most all kinds of tropical vege- 
tables. Pineapple! I have them in 
abundance now, weighing as much as 
fourteen pounds each. 


Our objective has been, from the be- 
ginning, to train the African man’s heart, 
head and hands. Generally the African 
is an everlasting beggar, Missionaries 
have begged America to supply his 
needs, when he should have been made 
to supply them himself by being taught 
how to work. Begging only brings tem- 
porary relief. Employment gives perma- 
nent relief. 


Hence, our objective is to lead him to 
Christ, teach him higher standards of 
living and elevate his mind, I am living 
the things which I am telling him to do; 
yea, I am helping him to fall into line. 
For instance, a number of the natives 


are now raising citrus fruits and realiz- 


ing money from the effort with which to 
help pay their children’s way through 
school. 














The hinterland tribes deserve the most 
sympathy. From these tribes, the West- 
ern world has received most of its 
slaves. The Krus and Bassas are sea- 
coast tribes. They caught members of 
the interior tribes and passed them on 
to white slave-dealers. They them- 
selves would not be sold into slavery. 
The sea coast tribes have been in touch 
with European civilization for hundreds 
of years, but have not adopted it. Bux- 
ton’s history on the Abolition of the 
Slave Trade tells part of this story. 


The young people are anxious for 
higher standards of living and better 
methods for producing a_ livelihood. 
Honest commercialism practiced in this 
country will go far in bringing light to 
the people. We are helping give Afri- 
can Christians, literary and practical 
farming principles so he can produce an 


honest living with his hands from the 
earth and become independent. 


At our station we rise at 5:30 o'clock 
each morning. No one speaks to the 
other until we have all read from the 
Scriptures and had prayer. Then we 
greet each other. We next proceed to 
the farm until eight o’clock; then back 
home where we have a little tea and 
plenty of fruit. By nine A. M., we are in 
school. At twelve o'clock, noon, school 
is out: and the children play and eat 
until two P. M., when we go back to the 
farm and stay until five o’clock. This 
is our week-day routine. 


We study one and a half hours at 
night. The Bible is taught every day of 
the year. The children thus get a 
chance to learn of God. They read from 
Genesis to Revelation. We believe in 


Jesus Christ; that He was born of the 
Virgin Mary, yea and was crucified, 
and that He died on Calvary, was 
buried and rose the third morning. We 
also believe that He ascended on high, 
and that He will be coming back for 
those who believe on Him. When I 
think of these things, I am encouraged 
to go on working for Him forever. Christ 
within is my hope. With Him I can do 
all things. May I ask for the prayers of 
all Defender Friends? 


For years, I knew dear Brother Paul 
Revere, Superintendent of the Defenders 
Missionary work here in West Africa. 
He was a great soul. I enjoy my fel- 
lowship with the Wichita Headquarters 
and thank God for help from this source. 
I am going ahead, trying to double our 
service as nearly as possible, to make 
up for Paul’s absence.

New Church for Bainoa, Cuba 














i WAS a bad day in Cuba. The road 

to Bainoa was rough. The thick red 
dust rose in clouds, enveloping the truck 
and its occupants. 


The day seemed endless, but there 
was work to be done. The town had no 
Church. Her people were ready to re- 
spond to the-Gospel. Reverend Arthur 
W. Pain, his family and a group of na- 
tive workers from the Bible Institute 
were on their way, answering the Mace- 
donian call. 


While men pitched the Evangelistic 
Tent during the afternoon, Mr. Pain and 
his helpers visited every home in 
Bainoa, inviting the people to attend the 
services beginning that evening. Hun- 
dreds came, including persons . from 
rural districts, walking many miles. It 
was their opportunity to hear the story 
of the Christ. 


The meetings continued several 
weeks, with crowds packing the tent 
every night. Attention and _ interest 
grew from the first service. Some of the 
upturned faces mirrored conviction for 
sin. Others reflected the sweet assur- 
ance of sins forgiven. Services were 
held for children each afternoon. Many 
adults attended these meetings, as they 
said, “to learn more about the Bible.” 


Mr. Pain explains how he was fre- 
quently stopped on the streets by per- 
sons inquiring the way of salvation. 
There were those who confessed Christ 
in public. Others were converted in 
their homes. The whole town and coun- 
tryside was strangely moved for Christ. 


Then these Christians, newly born 
into the family of God, began to plead 
for a Church: to be established in their 
community as a permanent place of 
worship. As the converts became 
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rooted in the Faith, they expressed a de- 
sire to have a “Church home.” 


The local theater was forced out of 
business for want of patrons. Mr. Pain 
rented the building as a temporary 
meeting-place, when the time came to 
remove the Tent. Night after night the 
people thronged this improvised 
“Church.” After each service, they 
would return to their thatched-roof huts, 
looking forward anxiously to the next 
service on the following evening. 


This continued for months. A lady, 
near death, was rushed to the hospital. 
She was not expected to live. Prayer 
was requested for her at the services. 
Within a week she was home, well and 
praising God. A fearful draught de- 
veloped. Crops were dying. Prayer 
was offered for rain. There was an im- 
mediate answer. These, and other 
things, made a profound impression 
upon the community. 


Next, they began to pray for a Church. 
Fervent prayer was offered. About that 
time, Mr. Pain wrote Wichita Headquar- 
ters as follows: “Our hearts are thrilled 
as we watch these people grow in the 
Lord. Those beaming faces and ring- 
ing testimonies of what God has done 
for them, make us feel that no sacrifice 
is too great. Shall they be denied a 
Church? God forbid.” 


They continued in faithful attendance 
at the meetings in the theater building 
—rain or shine. Before many weeks, 
Mr. Pain sent another letter, saying: 
“We have found a building, very appro- 
priate for a Church, needing only a lit- 
tle remodeling. It cost $3500.00 to build, 
and can now be bought for only 
$670.00.” 


Time flies fast on a Mission Field. All 
of these events were packed into five 
short months. 


TODAY THE CHRISTIANS OF 
BAINOA HAVE A CHURCH. 


Hearts are over-flowing with gratitude 
to God. Precious souls are continuing 
to be saved. Mr. Pain is greatly en- 
couraged. 


And, thus the Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is being blessed to the hearts and 
lives of Cubans because Christians in 
the United States willingly hold up the 
hands of Mr. Pain through prayer, tithes 
and offerings. 


FRENCH IMUSTICE 


HE reaction on the part of people liv- 

ing in Lebanon and Syria, toward 
France ... when French soldiers, acting 
on recent orders from De Gaulle in Paris, 
began their slaughter of helpless civil- 
ians, is suggested by the opening para- 
graph ofan Associated Press dispatch 
from Beirut, Lebanon: 











“Expressions against the French were 
mounting today in Lebanon as reports 
filtered through to the Lebanon public 
of the loss of life and property in the 
sister State of Tyria during last week's 
fighting.” 


The dispatch goes on to explain that 


“The National Lebanese Congress, an 
all-party, all-religious organization” was 
quick to protest against French soldiers 
being lodged on Lebanon soil when 
driven out of Syria by the British. Only 
instant action on the part of Great 
Britain, ended the bloodshed precipi- 
tated by De Gaulle’s unexplained attack 
“pon helpless, little Syria. But while 
British troops were swinging into ac- 
tion, much blood was flowing in the 
streets of ancient Damascus. 


As French arrogance seemed to reach 
a high pitch in Lebanon, the Associated 
Press reported that, “The Lebanese dis- 
approve the mounting of machine guns 
at strategic street positions (in Beirut), 
and pro-French utterances pouring forth 
from the local Frehch owned radio sta- 
tion.” 


Asked what the people of Lebanon 
considered necessary for _ restoring 
peace, a Lebanese official stated: “Keep 
the French off our streets, give us control 
of the telephone system to halt French 
espionage, and halt French provocations 
over the radio. FRENCH AGENTS ARE 
TRYING TO STIR UP TROUBLE BE- 
TWEEN THE MOSLEM AND CHRISTIAN 
COMMUNITIES OF LEBANON.”

Senator Langer: Visits 


Puerto Rico 


AIN was falling in Ponce, Puerto Rico 

... early July 30th., but it did not 
dampen the enthusiasm of the thou- 
sands of Puerto Ricans who packed the 
Athletic Park to capacity, by mid-morn- 
ing. 


The occasion was an _ Island-wide 
rally of the State-hood Congress, spon- 
soring a movement to make Puerto Rico 
the 49th State in the Union. 


The speakers were to be two United 
States Senators, William C. Langer of 
North Dakota . . . and Dennis Chavez 
of New Mexico. 


“Viva Langer” and “Viva Chavez” re- 
sounded from all corners of the baseball 
park as Puerto Ricans greeted the Sena- 
tors. Thousands of American flags 
waved a hearty welcome as the car 
which brought the visitors from the plane 
pushed slowly through the throngs of 
“statehooders” who crowded the way to 
the platform. 


Sharing with native Puerto Ricans the 
belief that since they are residents of the 
United States in the sarne sense as peo- 
ple living in the several States, Senator 





Langer . . . recalling how his father 
fought to have North Dakota admitted as 
the 39th State, said: “It is not easy to 
achieve statehood. It will entail hard 
work. But if you organize well in every 
town, and county, and precinct, if you 
will collect 500,000 signatures of citizens 
who desire admittance to the Union, 
AND PRAY FOR GOD’‘S HELP, I know 
you will get statehood.” 


Senator Chavez praised Puerto Rico’s 
contribution to the war effort and said: 
“After all the sacrifices undergone by 
thousands of Puerto Ricans in battle- 
fronts all over the world, there is no rea- 
son why Puerto Rico should not be a 
State of the Union.” 


Ramiro L. Colon, president of the 
Ponce chapter of the Statehood Asso- 
ciation, recalled that Puerto Rico had 
been under the American flag for 47 
years. He said: “Within three years we 
shall have reached the half century 
under the United States Government. I 
hope that the Golden Wedding between 
Puerto Rico and the United States will 
be celebrated in Washington with two 
senators and six representatives as dele- 
gates of the new State of Puerto Rico.”

YEARS of constructive effort and hard work ... crowned by months 
of praying and planning, preceded opening the doors of the new 
Defenders Theological Seminary in Puerto Rico . . . on the first day 


of October. 


The successful launching of this project is an event of great historical 
importance. It means that native Puerto Ricans will now be able to 
secure as good training for the Ministry as offered anywhere in the 
continental United States —and along deeply spiritual, genuinely evan- 
gelical lines. 


There are 60 million human beings for whom Christ died, scattered 
through 30 different Latin-American countries, in need of the Gospel. 
Trained native workers are required to serve in this vast harvest field. 
Doors are swinging open in South America, Mexico, Cuba, and numerous 
islands of the seas. 








The converted, educated, trained 
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native is best qualified to win his 


own people to Christ and establish 
Churches. The new Seminary will 
become a theological reservoir, a 
source of supply, for hastening the 
evangelization of all Latin coun- 
tries. 


A board of trustees, consist- 
ing of nine Gospel Ministers, are 
entrusted with the responsibility 
of shaping the policies of the in- 
stitution and directing its pro- 
gram. Photographs and biograph- 
ical sketches of these men will 
appear in the next issue of The 
Messenger. They are: Dr. Gerald 
B. Winrod, Dr. William T. Watson, 
Dr. Sam Swain, Dr. W. D. Herr- 
strom, Dr. Edward Fehr, Dr. Leland 
Marion, Rev. Harvey H. Springer, 
Dr. J. F. Rodriguez, and Rev. Leo- 
nardo Castro. 


The School offers a three-year 
course. At termination of required 
studies, a diploma will be granted. 
Students who qualify will receive 
the -Bachelor of Theology degree. 


The Seminary opened its doors 
with an enrollment of 36 earnest, 
sincere, high type students. 


True to the plan upon which De- 
fenders Missionary work is con- 
ducted ... native Christian leaders 
are given major responsibility in 
conducting the affairs of the new 
School. Every member of the fac- 
ulty, for instance, is a Puerto Rican. 
As indicated by the list of names 
published in a foregoing paragraph, 
there are nine members on the 
board of trustees. Seven reside in 
the United States, and two in Puer- 
to Rico. One American will be 
dropped from the group each year, 
and a Puerto Rican chosen to take 
his place . . . until the number 
reaches a permanent ratio of five 
Americans and four Puerto Ricans. 


There is no way of estimating 
the importance of this project in 
promoting Christ’s Cause among 
Spanish-speaking people. Only as 
Messenger Readers continue to pray 
and support the undertaking, can 
it accomplish its true purpose. 
There are “other sheep” in Puerto 
Rico and various Latin countries 
with arms outstretched, pleading, 
“Come over into Macedonia and 
help us.” 
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Protected In African Jungles

NE afternoon as we journeyed by 

truck through the game-infested area 
in Equatorial East Africa, toward a tribe 
of people where the true Gospel had 
never been preached, we were halted 
by a tremendous downpour of tropical 
rain. 

In the midst of the rain, and drenched 
to the skin, we set up camp, for we 
knew darkness would fall a bit earlier 
than usual. We were in need of rest. 


After supper, when all had retired and 
the kiddies were fast asleep, we were 
disturbed by a spotted hyena. The an- 
imal seemed to want our meager food 
supply. I got up, went out into the rain 
and by shouting, and the use of a stick, 
frightened him out of camp. I thought 
we would then be able to get a little 
rest. 


But about that time, in the distance, 
came the roar of a lion. We had not, at 
that time, been in jungle country for long 
and were not acquainted with the habits 
of these beasts of the brush. We were 
fearful that the monster was coming our 
way, so lay in our beds waiting through 
intervals, between roars, hoping to de- 
termine whether or not he was coming 
in our direction. While waiting for the 
next roar, we slipped off to sleep, never 
to know which way the lion went that 
night. 

As we slept, the rain ceased and the 
tropical moon appeared in all its glory. 
About fifteen minutes before midnight, 
we were suddenly awakened by a 
strange motion of the ground and tent. 
It seemed to be rising and lowering un- 
der us, and in perfect rhythm with this 
was a swish, swish sort of sound as 
though some large animal was walking 
through the tall, wet, elephant grass 
which was all about us. 


We knew that the rhinos were very 
numerous in this area, as well as ele- 
phants and lions, and I supposed that 
a large rhinoceros was approaching our 
tent. Knowing that it might pass right 
through our tent and kill us all; I slipped 
quietly from my cot, took my rifle, and 
slipped quietly through the flaps of our 
tent. Seeing that there was noting 


directly in front, I peeked around the 








corner, all the time with my finger on 
the trigger, expecting to see the large 
brute near at hand. But to my amaze- 
ment just twenty-three normal steps 
away stood fifteen elephants. They had 
been traveling single file, head to tail. 
Seeing our camp, they had stopped to 
inspect it. They undoubtedly saw me 
even though I had come into the scene 
as quietly and as cautiously as I could, 
for immediately their trunks went into 
the air in a trumpet, as is customary be- 
fore a stampede of these brutes. 


My first thought was to fire, but good 
judgment checked me, for I knew that if 
I were to fire every shot in the magazine 
there would yet be enough of them 
left utterly to destroy our camp. I did 
not fire but settled back a bit and in so 
doing unintentionally bumped the table 
upon which were stacked our cooking 
and eating utensils of tin. The table 
tipped over, spilling the pans with a 
clatter. I thought for a moment that all 
was ended for us, but to my amazement 
the elephants trumpeted again, threw 
their trunks down, their heads back into 
line, and away they marched in double- 
quick time. 

We went on into the country of the 
tribe toward which we were headed. 
One day an ivory hunter came into our 
camp. I told him of our experience. He 
said, “Smith, you did the only thing that 
will frighten away elephants. If you 
beat on a pan or a piece of tin, they 
will surely run. If you shoot at them, 
they will always charge.” I didn’t know 
these facts that night, but God was lead- 
ing. Some unbelieving or unknowing 
one mighi say that that was merely co- 
incidental, but God wanted this experi- 
ence for His glory. 


We had rejoiced over this marvelous 
deliverance while in Africa, but God let 
us go home te get the better half of this 
story. 


After speaking on one occasion short- 
ly after our return to the homeland, the 
lady who was entertaining us asked if 
we had had any unusual experiences 
while in Africa. We smiled, for we had 
had several. She then related a remark- 
cable experience. 


When she was washing windows in 
her home, God spoke to her and called 
her to prayer for us over there. She 
hesitated as one often does feeling that 
her duties were extremely pressing and 
her work very important. But God 
showed her that we were in desperate 
circumstances and in grave danger. She 
knelt where she was by the window and 
poured out her heart to God that He 
might spare our lives and deliver us 
from this danger. God lifted her bur- 
den. It was such an unusual experience 
that she wrote down the time on her 
Scripture calendar. This she brought 
before us. 


As we checked it with our own diary, 
taking into account nine and one-half 
hours difference between the time here 
and the time there, we were amazed to 
find this lady was on her knees inter- 
ceding for our deliverance while the ele- 
phants stood outside our tent. 


“Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought; but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered.”

The larger ones who used to at- 
tend this school now work for the forces 
or are looking for work to make money 
to help pay for the high cost of every- 
thing they must have. Maybe some of 
them will return to school after the war 
closes. . 


When I was a very little girl, Bishop 
Ryan came to our village to take charge 





of a mission to the Druzes. The school

enlightenment that goes with Christ's 
teachings, has won their approval and 
good will.” 


This sketch is accompanied with a 
photograph, showing the student body 
of one of the three schools now operat- 
ing under the direction of Mr. Ryan. 
These precious youngsters are being 
given educational advantages, both sec- 
ular-and religious, through the untiring 
efforts of consecrated, Christian teachers. 
The hope of the Gospel in Bible lands 
TOMORROW. depends largely upon the 
work done among the children TODAY. 
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Her English is not perfect. I have not 
in any way revised her letter. She is a 
very quiet girl but sincere and devoted 
to the Christ whom she worships and 
serves.”

prs Doctor Winrod: 


This is the first time I have written a 
letter to any person in the United States, 
but as our Superintendent, Bishop M. 
Lawrence Ryan has told me about your 
great Missionary work in other coun- 
tries, I am making bold to write as one 
of your teachers, to let you know that 
each one of us is doing his best to make 





this work and school what it was before 





and mission work grew from then on till 
just before the war. I can never forget 
the Christian songs and prayers in Eng- 
lish and Arabic languages. What God 
does, we can never forget. Many times 
the Mission had large Sunday Schools. 
Then there were special meetings to 
which other Missionaries attended and 
joined in giving salvation messages. 


Some times on Saturday our school 
would go on a picnic to some beautiful 
places in these Lebanon mountains. We 
would be joined there by pupils of Bish- 
op Ryan’s other schools. Even at the 
picnics we would stop our play for 
prayers and the study of the Bible. 


When I got far enough along in my - 
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studies, the Bishop recommended me to 
the Shweifat High School for girls. There 
I learned much more of books and the 
ways of God. After the bombardment, 
Bishop Ryan gave me authority to teach 
school, and so I have been teaching 
most of the time since in Aitat. 


My parents, though Druzes, love the 
Bishop and are thankful for his teach- 
ings. I have two sisters older than my- 
self, whom the Bishop also taught. They 
both can speak English very well. I 
have two brothers who have attended 
this school. A good number of students 
have gone out of this school into higher 
schools and some of them are holding 
responsible positions in life. 


I am thankful that the children of my 
department are quiet and orderly. They 
are reverent in prayers and swift to 
learn. They learn the precepts of the 
Bible and can define their meaning. 


Whenever this district has been quiet 
enough, even during all the period of the 
war, we have had a summer school as 
well as a winter school. While the heat 
wave has now struck Beirut and all the 
low lands, and it is hotter at this eleva- 
tion than the previous years, we are not 
suffering in Aitat like the inhabitants 
of coast cities. Bishop Ryan, though an 
old man, does not seem to mind the heat 
nor the cold as do some others. 


I hope that with the prayers and help 
of the people of America as they are 
led by God, we shall be able to report 
much real progress in this work. I know 
the days of miracles have not passed, 
and so we must expect them to come on 
wings of prayer to uplift us as workers 
together defending the Faith of Christ 
and in bringing His Kingdom upon earth. 


You are not obliged to answer this let- 
ter, for I know you are very busy. 


The little folks of my school will be 
praying, “Thy kingdom come, thy will 
be done on earth as in heaven.” 


One of your teachers in the elemen- 
tary school of the Mission to the Druzes 
under Defender Missions in Bible Lands, 
loyal to God and His work in Lebanon.

Missionary farm In Cuba 


Rev. Arthur W. Pain ... Of Cuba. 





feel the Lord has answered prayer 
for us in a wonderful way — mak- 
ing it possible for us to buy a farm. 


It is fertile and productive soil, located 
just back of the Government Experi- 
mental Station of Cuba. Consisting of 
twenty acres, it is not too large, but 
will supply our needs for the Bible 
School. 


On a small part of the land, we can 
raise sufficient rice for the students dur- 
ing one term. Then the husks and straw 
will be used for the cattle. We plan to 
set out fruit trees. Vegetables of all 
kinds can be raised for the School. It 
is, in every respect, an ideal arrange- 
ment. 


There is urgent need at this time for 
a barn and silo in which to house catile 
and store feed. We have six months dry 
weather in Cuba when the pastures all 
die ... and, of course, the cattle must 
be fed. During the wet season, sufficient 
silage — hay and corn, can be stored. 
to carry us through the dry period. 








Last year, hundreds of head of cattle 
died for lack of feed in Cuba. We lost 
four cows, some thirty chickens and a 
few turkeys—all because we had no 
place to store hay, fodder and corn. 
The drought was so terrible, that there 
was not even corn on this entire Island, 
to be bought at any price. For these 
reasons, we need to erect a silo and a 
barn. 


Time is an important factor in operat- 
ing a Missionary Bible School. We are 
looking forward to the day when a 
tractor with plows, harrows and rakes 
will be available, instead of having to 
rely upon oxen as used generally in 
Cuba. 


Yes ... it is true Messenger Read- 
ers, that to be a succcessful Missionary, 
Preacher, Evangelist, Colporteur, and 
School Superintendent in Cuba, ONE 
MUST ALSO BE A FARMER. The larg- 
est amount of work must be done in the 
shortest possible time, for souls are 
perishing daily. 








THE STORY OF DUAL TAULUP 


Dr. H. H. Jones ... Of Liberia 





WAL TAWWA is an ex-slave out 
here in West Africa. However, he has 
been my friend for a long time. 


About fourteen years ago, I passed 
through his town and gave a message 
from God’s Word. It was gladly re- 
ceived. The hope of this part of the 
world is in changing the current of the 
children’s lives. I saw a number of 
promising children in this village, but 
nearly all of them were suffering from 
an ugly skin disease, known as “yaw.” 


Tawwa had nine children and none 
of them had ever gone to school. They 
were all suffering from the dread skin 
infection. I asked why he did not cure 
them. He replied that the people knew 
of no remedy. 


In the group of youngsters was a 
bright little girl whom we called Nellie 
Wonger. I said to Tawwa, “If you will 
give that child to our school, to be 
trained for God, I agree to cure every- 
body in this town of disease.” He re- 
plied, “T'll bring her to you when she 
is cured.” 


Within two weeks, every member of 
Tawwa’s family was delivered. He 








made the journey to our place, accepted 
Christ and was baptized. Later, his 
wife made the same profession of faith 
and I baptized her. 


Fourteen years have passed since I 
contacted that town and family. Five 
of the children have attended our school. 
Three finished the eighth grade... one 
is in high school ... and one away to 
college. Yea, the father and mother are 
devout people, enjoying the advantages 
that come to mind and heart by serving 
Christ. They have a family-altar, with 
morning prayers offered each day for all 
their children. 


To my way of thinking, this is a re- 
markable example of the saving power 
of Jesus Christ. Two of the grandchildren 
of this family are in our school. I feel 
that if my life in Africa has only won 
this family to God, I have not lived in 
vain. Brother Dwal Tawwa is now a 
leader in a village church. His wife, is 
a beautiful Christian character. He is 
constantly calling the people he meets 
to come out of pagan darkness into the 
glorious light of the Son of God.

| mene and Thursday, Novem- 

ber 7-8, 1945, were days of great 
historical importance, in the progress of 
Foreign Missionary work, among the 
Spanish speaking peoples of the world. 


During those two days, the Board of 
Trustees of the new DEFENDERS THEO- 
LOGICAL SEMINARY, of Puerto Rico, 
held their first meeting. Although stu- 
dents had been enrolled, a Faculty in- 
stalled and classes organized two 
months earlier, the Seminary did not 
become a legally constituted body until 
the above date. The men upon whom 
the responsibility rests for shaping the 
policies of the Institution assembled at 
Defenders Headquarters in Wichita, 
Kansas. 


Six of the nine Board members were 
present—constituting a quorum to trans- 
act business. The two representatives 
from Puerto Rico were unable to attend 
because of the distance. Dr. W. D. 
Herrstrom, unavoidably detained at 








Minneapolis, sent a telegram expressing 
sincere regrets. 


Most of the men flew to Wichita by 
plane from their respective cities. The 
names and addresses of the Board mem- 
bers are as follows:

Months of planning and organizing 
preceded this Board meeting. The mem- 
bers were in Wichita approximately 24 
hours — no less than 16 of which were 
devoted to hard work. 


The Seminary is an _ incorporated 
body, under the laws of the continental 
United States, domesticated according 
to insular requirements in Puerto Rico. 
With the aid of competent attorneys, 
various legal matters were acted upon 
at the meeting. 


By-laws were adopted, officers elected 
and a crowded agenda of business 
transactions cleared. When the meet- 
ing finally adjourned, the middle of the 
afternoon November 9th, with singing 
“Blest Be The Tie That Binds,” and the 
men prepared to leave for their homes, 
each felt he had participated in an 
epoch-making piece of constructive Mis- 
sionary work. 

















Gerald B. Winrod

Among the matters of major impor- 
tance, demanding the Board's attention, 
was the preparation and adoption of the 
Seminary PERMANENT STATEMENT OF 
DOCTRINE. 


Attorneys had been instructed to pre- 
pare the legal papers in such a way, 
that if this Pledge should ever be vio- 
lated by the invasion of false and hereti- 
cal teachings, the School would auto- 
matically cease to exist. Consequently, 
the Statement of Doctrine, as quoted be- 
low, is woven into the very fabric of the 
Institution. 


Persons interested in the Seminary 
may therefore enjoy the assurance that 
Modernism shall never be allowed to 
invade its class rooms. ° Bible-believing 
Christians who are supporting the pro- 
gram with their prayers, tithes and of- 
ferings have expressed satisfaction for 
this precaution. 


The text of the Statement of Doctrine, 





| embodied in the Charter and reproduced 


in the Articles of Incorporation, is as 
follows: 


“We believe, affirm, teach and recog- 
nize as essential, immutable and inde- 
structible: 


“The supernatural inspiration of the 
Christian Scriptures as embodied in the 
sixty-six books of the Holy Bible: 


“The existence of a Supreme Being, 
the Creator of the universe and the per- 
sonal Heavenly Father of the believer; 


"The fact of the Eternal Trinity, Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit: 


“The creation of man, whereby hu- 
mans are endowed with capacities 
which differentiate them from the lower 
animal kingdom: 


“The fall of man, the fact of sin and 
the necessity of a Saviour; 


“The virgin birth, sinless life, miracles, 
crucifixion, vicarious atonement, resur- 





rection and ascension of the Lord Jesus 
Christ: 


“The presence, ministry and work of 
the Holy Spirit: 


“The doctrine of the new birth: 


“The preaching of the Gospel accord- 
ing to the Great Commission: 


“The New Testament ordinances of 
the Church; 


“The efficacy of prayer: 

“The blessed hope of Christ's return; 
“The just punishment of all evil: and 
“The life everlasting.” 


This is the clear-cut, understandable 
Statement of Doctrine upon which the 
Seminary rests—a Pledge of faith to be 
held sacred and inviolate, as long as 
the Seminary shall exist.

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It is said that cuckoos seldom con- 
struct their own nests. They lay eggs in 
nests built by other birds. Many sound, 
evangelical schools and seminaries 
have been established in the United 
States by the prayers and sacrificial 
gifts of faithful Christian people ... only 
to be filched, at a later time, by Modern- 
ists (“theological cuckoos”). Church 
history, written during the last few de- 
cades, is replete with tragedies of this 
kind. 


Such a calamity must never befall the 
Defenders Theological Seminary of 
Puerto Rico. 


PURPOSE AND OBJECTIVES 


The Defenders’. organization has 15 
years of constructive service to Its 
credit in the West Indies. Puerto Rico 
has become a laboratory of Missionary 
methods — perfected methods of Chris- 
tian service that have stood the test of 
practicality. Other societies regard this 
ministry as a pattern to be followed, be- 
cause of the high degree of efficiency 
maintained and results realized on the 
field. 


There are now 75 Defender Churches 
on the Island of Puerto Rico — organized 
congregations of native Christian con- 
verts, led by native Pastors. This figure 


does not include the scores of open-air, 
preaching-points established in be- 
nighted areas, known as “Defender 
Chapels.” 


Many books and treaties have been 
written . . . sermons and lectures de- 
livered, by Missionary leaders, empha- 
sizing the importance of developing 
INDIGENOUS CHURCHES. It has been 
for decades, the ideal of various re- 
ligious bodies, to place the responsibility 
of Church government upon the natives 
themselves. 


’ WHAT SOME ORGANIZATIONS 
HAVE THEORIZED ABOUT, THE DE- 
FENDERS MOVEMENT IS DOING — not 
only in Puerto Rico, but other parts of the 
world. The results attained in the West 
Indies, during the last 15 years, demon- 
strate conclusively that native leader- 
ship can be developed under proper 
circumstances. 


The converted, trained native is best 
qualified to win his own people to Christ. 
He knows the language, customs, tradi- 
tions, virtues, weaknesses, superstitions, 
likes and dislikes, of those with whom 
he daily associates. Puerto Rico was, 
for many reasons, an ideal place to de- 
velop the program which the Defenders 
Movement has successfully inaugurated. 


The methods evolved there, must be 


speaking countries, in order to hasten 
the evangelization of the world. 


Mr. John Ritchie, a Christian worker 
in Peru, South America, draws an 
analogy between indigenous vegetation 
springing from the SOIL of Missionary 
territories . . . and indigenous Church 
problems springing from the SOUL of 
such countries: 


“The indigenous plant is not only na- 
tive to the soil, but is adapted in all its 
characteristics to its environment and 
atmosphere. So also, an indigenous 
Church must be, in its form, methods, ex- 
pression and government, a genuinely 
native society, supernatural in its divine 
life and power, but relying on itself for 
support, ministry, and government, and 
dependent only in its relation to the 
great Head of the Church through the 
Holy Spirit.” 

In his highly informative book “Reach- 
ing the Last Tribe in This Generation,” 
Rev. William S. Dillon says: 


“Kn indigenous Church can best be 
defined by giving its component parts, 
namely: 

“1, Self-Governing: (a) As to Church 
discipline, (b) As to finances. 











W. D. Herrstrom 
Dr. Herrstrom has had the ad- 


vantages of world travel. Shortly 
before the war, he made a trip that 
completely girdled the globe. He 
has visited many foreign mission 
fields. Knowledge thus gained, now 
stands him well as a member of 
the Seminary Board of Trustees.

Self-Supporting: (a) As to man- 
power, (b) As to finances. 


“III. Self-Propagating: (a) As to indi- 
viduals, (b) As to other indigenous 
Churches. 


“Just as man is a tripartite being, so 
an indigenous Church has three parts. 
A native Church should be foreign only 
to the extent of its heavenly character, 
and not on account of its earthly con- 
nections. The tabernacle, priesthood, 
sacrifices, etc., were given to the Old 
Testament characters for that time. The 
indigenous New Testament Church 
method, with its elders, etc., was given 
to Paul through the Holy Spirit for this 
Church age.”

A virile native Church, such as the 
Defenders Movement is establishing in 
Puerto Rico, cannot be created in a day! 


Much prayer, hard work and pains- 
taking effort is required. There are 
things of great importance that can be 
learned only by experience. Problems 
exist in one country that do not extend 
to another. The appalling economic 
conditions — the abject poverty in which 
the greater percentage of Puerto Ricans 
live, create an aggravating situation on 
that particular Mission field. 


For instance: There are 43 students 
enrolled in the Defenders Theological 
Seminary at the present time, and not 
one of them is in position to pay for his 
course of training. And these students 
come from the average run of Puerto 
Rican families. 


The existence of 75 organized Defen- 
der congregations on the Island makes 
necessary the development of a care- 
fully chosen, thoroughly equipped 
Clergy. Pastors, Evangelists and other 
trained Workers are now as much nec- 
essary to the religious life of Puerto Rico, 
as the United States. A theological 
Seminary, where courses of study are 
taught by competent native Christian 
leaders, has become a necessity. 


MINUTES OF THE BOARD MEETING 


Wichita Headquarters regards the 
supporters of Defender Missionary work 
as co-workers and prayer-pariners. This 
being the case, each member of the 
great Messenger Family is entitled to 
frank, detailed statements of progress 
made, and problems encountered, on all 
the fields. 


Since the Seminary project is upper- 
most in the thinking of everyone at this 
time—and since the deliberations of 
the Board meeting of November 8-9, con- 
stitute the main segment of present de- 
velopments, a few quot-iions from the 
official Minutes, az compiled by the 
Secretary, would seem to be in order. 


Turning to Section Five of the Articles 





of Incorporation, the purposes of the 
Charter are set forth as follows: 


“To establish home and foreign mis- 
sionary educational institutions for the 
dissemination of knowledge regarding 
the foundational tenets, principles and 
program of the Christian religion in their 
Biblical, historical and practical phases; 


“To organize and direct Church con- 
gregations and otherwise establish cen- 
ters of divine worship; 


“To acquire, own, hold and dispose 
of property, real, personal and mixed as 
may come into the hands of the organi- 
zation for the accomplishment of {ts pur- 
poses; 

“To publish books, pamphlets, tracts, 
magazines and other literature; 


“To employ instructors, teachers and 
others for the purpose of effecting these 
objectives; 


“And, generally, to engage in any 
and all activities carried on by organi- 
zations of like character, either in, or be- 
yond, the borders of the United States.” 


* * * 


When the Board members assembled 
on the evening of November 8th, Dr. 


Winrod was chosen temporary Chair- 


man, and Dr. Marion temporary Secre- 
tary. 

Thereupon, the Trustees banded them- 
selves together and assumed responsi- 
bility as officials of the Institution. By- 
laws were formulated and adopted. Of 
ficers were elected. Rev. J. M. Cottrell, 
Field Secretary of the Missionary De- 
partment of the Defenders Movement, 
read a _ two-hour, carefully-prepared 
statement, tracing more than 14 years of 
work in Puerto Rico, portraying the back- 
ground from which the Seminary has 
emerged. 


Mr. Cottrell’s outline became a sub- 
ject of extended discussion and was 
placed in the permanent archives of the 
organization. He also presented the 
Board with a plaque, on which were 
mounted the photographs of all the stu- 
dents of the. Seminary. 


Recalling that during February 1945, 
Dr. F. W. Stengel, noted Christian edu- 
cator and President of Linden Hall Col- 
lege, had visited Puerto Rico for the pur- 
pose of working with native leaders 

. drafting the necessary courses of 
study ... and doing general spadework 
in anticipation of opening the doors of 
the School in September, the Board 
adopted the following resolution: 

“WHEREAS, the Board of Trustees of 
the Defenders Theological Seminary, of 
Puerto Rico, meeting in official session 
this, the 8th day of November, 1945, 
recognizes the extraordinary service 
rendered by Dr. F. W. Stengel in — 
ing Ka the Institution: 


“NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved 
that the Secretary of the Corporation be 
instructed to convey to Dr. Stengel an 
apprepriate message of appreciation for 
willingness to share with us his rich 
knowledge in the field of religious edu- 
cation through extraordinary mental and 
spiritual endowments and years of ex- 
perience in Christian service — said 
message to include the text of this resolu- 
tion.” 

* * * 


The matter of the School's curriculum 
was given careful consideration at the 
Board meeting. Building upon Dr. 
Stengel’s suggestions, a _ three-year 
course was proscribed and officially 
adopted. Students completing these 
studies with proper credits will be 
awarded a diploma at the time of gradu- - 
ation. They will also have the privilege 
of preparing a thesis “as defined by the 
Faculty within one year after gradua- 
tion”... and “if said thesis proves ac- 
ceptable to a majority of Faculty mem- 
bers and is approved by the Board of 
Trustees, such a student shall have con- 
ferred upon him the degree of Bachelor 
of Theology (Th. B.).” 


In recognition of exceptional work 
done by Supazrintendent J. F. Rodriguez, 
the members of the Board unanimously 
agreed that he should be granted the 
first honorary degree of the Seminary. 
Thereupon the following motion was 
made, seconded and carried: 


“WHEREAS, Reverend J. F. Rodriquez 
has through years of untiring and pains- 
taking service shown himself to be a 
loyal and unselfish servant of the Lord 
Jesus Christ and, 


“WHEREAS, he has demonstrated rare 
statesmanship in the pulpit and excep- 
tional literary genius in the preparation 
of religious books, pamphlets, magazine 
articles and discharging editorial duties

“WHEREAS, he has been requested 
by the Board of Trustees to assume the 
responsibilities of the Presidency of the 
Defenders Theological Seminary, 

“NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved 
that the Board hereby authorize issuance 
of the first honorary degree of the In- 
stitution to Reverend Rodriguez, namely 
the Doctor of Divinity (D. D.) degree and 
the Secretary be ordered to prepare the 
necessary document after which it shall 
be stamped with the Corporate Seal and 
delivered to the esteemed recipient.” 

By official action, the Board also 
adopted, as the permanent Motto of, the 
Seminary, the Latin phrase suggested 
by Miss Geraldine Ruth Winrod, “Christ- 
us Noster Dux.” (Christ Our Leader).
